New York, Feb. 13.—Judge J. K. Grant, 
of Davenport, la,, President of the National 
Trotting Association, in session here, said 
to-day to your correspondent: “The associ¬ 
ation was never more prosperous than now. 
The coming season will see the best trotting 
ever know n. There are 230 horses that trot 
in less than 2:20, and at the meeting to-day 
it was said there wore 500 horses trotung 
under 2:30.** 

The National Trotting Association was in 
session to-day. A change in the rules pro¬ 
vides that the original report of the mooting, 
signed by the judges, 6bn.ll Ik* transmitted to 
the National Association, iu-u-ad of a 
duplicate as heretofore. This is to 
guard against tho fraud which has in 
times pa i-t been perpotrnted upon 
the association. It was decided that any as¬ 
sociation allowing conditional entries to bo 
made for its meeting should forfeit the 
amount of the purse contended for to tho 
National Association, and the party giving 
information of such pmctico should receive 
half of such amount forfeited. 

At the evening session there was a long 
discussion upon the advisability of adopting 
n stud-book. M.ij. McDowell Stated that the 
brooders of trotting horses were opposed to 
the present publication, and they thought 
tfcsro was good cause. The publication 
should be revised by the Arbitration Commit¬ 
tee. It was finally derided to appoint a com¬ 
mittee to take the matter under consideration 
and rej*»rt to tho Board of Review at the 
May meeting.

THE REPORT* FROM ALL DIRECTIONS. 


The present generation, up to February, 
1868, took the flood of 1832 os the standard 
by which ail other high water was judged. 
When that record wo* wiped out by last 
year's event, people looked at the figures, 
“44 feet 0 inches," and knowingly re¬ 
marked: “That’® something we'll never 
see again." This morning these same peo¬ 
ple will awaken to find that 
tho Ohio, in turf parlance, has 
“downed all pluvious records." At 7 
o'clock yesterday morning the marks 
in the canal indicated a stage of 43 feet 4 
inches; in the seven hours which followed, 
the rise was 8 inches; in tho next so von, 6 
Inches, or up to last year's maximum—14 
feet 6 inches. The river at the last hour, 
9:30, was rising at tho rate of three-quarters 
of an inch por hour; so that at 2:30 this 
morning the gauge indicated 44 feet 9>{ 
inches of water—3? 4 ' inches above lost Feb¬ 
ruary. 

All indications at this writing point to an 
early termination of the flood's advance; 
the river is falling at Pittsburgh aud at 
Portsmouth, rising slowly at Wheeling and 
an inch an hour at Cincinnati. The most 
favorable sign is the sudden change in tho 
weather since last evouing; the barometer 
and thermometer at midnight were each 
traveling rapidly in opposite directions, the 
former upward aud the mercury toward the 
freezing point. The wind at that hour 
was blowiug at a velocity of twenty miles, 
and it l» very probable that this will prove 
destructive to much property in tho flooded 
districts. 

The general situation in this vicinity is 
without material change. Courier-Jour¬ 
nal readers are familiar with the recitals of 
misery from the Point, Portland and JefTor- 
sonville. but an additional story of calamity 
comes from Utica, a few tulles 
up tho river. Of a population of* 
600, over two-thirds are bouaidcss aud 
homeless. The people of the village are 
mostly lime-burners, so that the flood has 
not only driven them from home, but de¬ 
prived them of work. These destitute un¬ 
fortunates make on appeal to Louisville for 
help, which should be heeded. 

The Board of Trade Relief Fund bus 
reached the sum of $1,480, and is 
still growing. Bishop McCloskey ind 
William E. Ru»seli, of the Catholic 
Knights of America, each issue appeals to 
the charitable. Cities and organizations, all 
over the country, are taking steps toward 
•ending relief to the Ohio valley. 

With the railroads in this section, the con¬ 
dition of affairs is about as bad as could be 
imagined. 

At Newport the current in the Licking 
river washed 20 houses away. 

SURPASSED. 

THE GREAT FLOOD RECORD OF 'S3 DOWNED 
AT 9:30 LAST EVENING. 

The situation in tho flooded cities wrut 
worse and worse yesterday. The river rose 
steadily all day, and the weather wia most 
uupropitious until nightfall. The morning 
was cloudy and rainy, aud iu the afiernoou 
the steady drizzle was chauged to a continu¬ 
ous shower, which kept up till some time 
after dark. The cold wave flag was run up 
over tho Courier-Journal building at 11 
o'clock in tho morning, but disappointments 
made the people incredulous, and the wel¬ 
come signal was paid but little attention. 

The temperature fell rapidly, however, 
and about? o'clock the rain had cea>«d and 
a rising wind was beginning to dry the 
streets. About 9:30 o’clock mow began 
failing, and it was driven into the laces of 
the poseurs by a sharp wind. The ram had 
ended; there could bo no doubt ot that wel¬ 
come fact. 

Tho mor»n temperature throughout the day 
was 40.2*. tho maximum 65* and tho mini¬ 
mum 84*. The rainfall was0.77 of nn inch. 
Tho wind camo all day from the west and 
northwest, and attained a maximum veloci¬ 
ty of twenty miles an hour. Tho barometer 
was failing late last night. 

Tho river rone steadily all day, and an 
apathetic resignation to their fate took pos¬ 
session of the people. The wot st hod not 
come, but.it could bring nothing new m the 
way of disaster. Be what it may, it could 
not be unexpected. Crowds of people 


viewed the swelling torrent all day. Some 
wore idlers attracted by their curiosity; 
some had all they possessed staked in the 
desperate game which the releutless stream 
was playing, but all were more or lees inter¬ 
ested. It affected them oil. 

No ono was so sekptical as to believe the 
record of last year would not lie surpassed. 
In the face of the steady swell there could be 
no doubt, and there was none. 

Tho flood crept up slowly, but steadily and 
surely, and at 7 o’clock yesterday evening 
tho height of 43 feet 5 inches was marked. 
Still it roes, and at 9:30 o'clock last evening 
the famous height of 44 fe«t 6 inches was 
reached. The flood of 1888 had been equaled, 
and it was to be sypassed. At three-quar¬ 
ters of an inch per uour the current rose, and 
at 2:30 o'clock this morning the gauge 
showed 44 feat 9% inches in the canal aud 
42 feet 9 y k inches in the chute ou the fulls. 
Where it will stop no one cau tell and few 
dare to guess. _ 

THE. POIST. 

GLOOM AND DESPAIR REIGN HUPHTilE IN A 

TWICE DROWNED LOCALITY. 

At no tune since the flood reached the dan¬ 
ger line hns the watery margin of the city 
presented such a dreary spectacle is on yes¬ 
terday, nor has the outlook Keen so gloomy. 
The bead of Story avenue is no longer nn at¬ 
tractive point for observation, as the street 
is under water so far back a* to obstruct the 
view. The water has covered the outlet into 
the Brownsboro road, and is washing The 
curb-stones on both sides of the avenue fully 
100 feet back from the southern terminus of 
the Cut-off dike. The premises ou both sides 
are inundated, and tho houses are almost 
surrounded by water, but, except those liv¬ 
ing at the far end, none have moved out. 
The river view down the north side of the 
promontory looks more desolate than ever, 
anil the flooded region of the Point bn* 
reached a grade of gloom beyond descrip¬ 
tion. Tho wind and rain-storm of Tuesday 
Right swept over the forsaken Point with 
such fury as to strike terror to the hearts of 
tbo-o who preferred to remain with their 
homes ami have for the past week been lulled 
to sleep every night by tho beating of the 
w aves against their habitations. 

SEEKING SAFETY. 

Tho wind awakened them to a new appre¬ 
ciation of the dangers that surrounded them, 
and many resolved to m&ko it thoir last night 
in that locality. Others whoso houses were 
ou low ground found that the water was 
gradually, but surely, making its way on 
tho upper floors, and they, too, resolved to 
seek safer quarters. Moving began early iu 
tho day, and during the afterm kio a large 
number of boats could be seeu beading for 
the cross-street*, laden w ith furniture, beds, 
clothing, stoves and cooking utensils. Quite 
a fleet of scows and skiff® left the wave- 
washed residences late in the afternoon, aud 
dflring the watery journey to the foot of 
Adams street the clouds, os if to deride them 
iu their desperate desolation, opened their 
bounteous flood-gates, aud a deluge poured 
upon tho women aud children who were 
fleeing on the water from thoir water-bound 
homes. Fire Companies Nos. 3 and 10 were 
busy with thoir wagons moviog their effect® 
to places of safety and shelter, but tbeir 
household goods could not bavq been ren¬ 
dered much worse if they had been sub¬ 
merged in the river. A man named David 
Potta, who lived alone in a boat lion so ou the 
Point, was found by the life-saver® in a 
critical condition. He had been’ *iok for 
several days, and was bedfast and unable to 
hail passers-by. Hi® craft was taken into 
Adam® street. 

FALSE PROPHETS. 

Many of the cottages on the north side of 
Maiden Lane were fast becoming untena¬ 
ble, and their occupants were making ar¬ 
rangements to move out this morning. The 
frequent prophesies that the water would 
not reach os high as last year have kept the 
people from realizing that the tide might 
reach them, but the event® of the past two 
day® have caused them to keenly appreciate 
the situation. At Cabel, Webster, Wenzel, 
Campbell, Geiger, Shelby, Haucock and 
Clay streets many were moving out ami 
othors were preparing. Hop© seemed to 
have abandoned those localities, and a® the 
water approached tbo high water mnrks of 
last year, despondency reigned in umny 
dwellings, where no alarm has heretofore 
been felt. The water parsed aroun l the 
corner of Frauklin and Clay during the 
forenoon, aud those who deferred moving 
tho day before saw that retreat was their 
only safeguard and moved out. The rain 
had but little effect on the spectators, who 
continued to flock to the most available 
place for sight-seeing, and after getting good 
locations held them with amazing obstinacy 
until the ruin poured m torrent*. Shelter’* 
popsino factory on Shelby street is flooded, 
of which fact dyspeptics should take due' 
notice. 

OLD RECORDS. 

The gauge of last year is plainly marked 
on a brick hou«e at Clay and Frankiin streets, 
and everybody in that section of the city is 
familiar with it, aud a great ileal of interest 
was centered on that corner. Many old 
land mark* are located thereabout®, and 
reminiscences of other floods were earnestly 
recounted by old citizens. 

"I remember this corner during the flood 
of 1847," said Jailer llubei to a group of 
historians. “My mother’s cottage stood 
near the middle of the square leading to 
Washington street, aud I recollect well that 
the steamboat! Marshal Neil, which had just 
been bu.lt. made her trial trip aud Untied 
right here below Clay street, whero these old 
houses now stand." 

THE GAS-WORKS. 

Active preparations were being made at 
the gas-work® to stay tbo march of the 
water. The brick wall around the large gas¬ 
holder has been extended to a point fifteen 
inches above the high-water mark of last 
year, and steam pump* have been connected 
with tho basin to pump out the water that 
may seep through the wall. Superintendent 
Rankin wrai still hopeful of passing safely 
through tbo flood, and was; certain of 
a good supply of go* for to-night. 

Mr. Jacob Siuyser, ono of the directors of 
the company, has given the work devoted 
attention during the post two days and the 
management have facilities at tlieir disposal 
w hich are yet considered sufficient for the 
emergency. The Cornwall candle and soap 
factory, at Preston and Washington is 
still sevoral feet out of danger. At the foot 
of Floyd street the passage way over a pile 
of rocks to the Short-muto elevated tre>t.le 
was submerged early in the day and that 
structure was unoccupied by spectators. 
Work was continued with energy ail day on 
the coffer-dam around Breutaker-Moore 
paper mill, and at 5 o'clock it was holding 
back two and one-half feet of water on 
Heed street. To a superficial observer it 
gave but little promise of protection at tho 
siart, but it l* now a substantial piece of 
architecture. The seepage of water into 
the sub-cellar was liecotniug nrofUse but the 
•steam-pumps removed it as fast ns it col¬ 
lected, ami the management have strong 
hopes that they will weather the storm. 

The foot of First street, which is tho 
thoroughfare to the ferry dock, was a de<o- 
lab* locking region. The side-walk on the 
side extend* down between the sub¬ 
merged street, uuU the inundated hole ou 
the west and «w» crowded all day. 

THE JEFFERSONVILLE FERItY. 

The Ferry Comuanv provided for the ac¬ 


commodation of foot travel to the dock by 
constructing a ponton of empty float* and 
)oo»e platforms from the sidewalk up on l* irst 
street to the dock beyond the freight depot. 
It was a long, watery promenade, but a great 
many traversed it and sought a view of the 
river front through a trip to Jeffersonvillo. 
The Cox Brother*' saloon, below Washing¬ 
ton street, was headquarters for spectators 
during the morning, but it was flooded iu 
the aftcrqoon, and the ponton was extended 
further up the sidewalk. One of the Cox 
brothers is nn electrician, and he constructed 
nn electric water-alarm and put it in opera¬ 
tion the night previous, by which the prog¬ 
ress of the ri*o could be anuouriced. At each 
inch that tho water rose the alarm-bell an¬ 
nounced the fact and gave the exact rate at 
which the river was rising. During Tuesday 
night and the **arly part of ve-terdav there 
wa-. u period of an hour and twenty or thirty 
minutes between each alarm, but before noon 
the water come up so close to the apparatus 
a® to destroy its effect. 

WIND AND WAVES. 

Officers Cntlin nnd Goodrich returned from 
a patrol of the Point at 11 o'clock last night, 
and reported a senou* state of affair* in that 
region. The wind was blowing a perfect 
gale, and the waves ran hign, dashing 
against the booses, upsetting small struc¬ 
ture*, and overturning stacks of lumber that 
have stood firm since the overflow. The 
number of families tliat remain in the 
bouses i® not great, but the officers regard¬ 
ed their situation as very serious, although 
thyy were braving the terrors of tho situation 
with heroic fortitude. Il the wind continues 
all night it teemed almost impossible for 
many of the house* to withstand it, and it 
may be that the -mull tiainkT of casualties 
that have occurred will bo found greatly 
augmented this morning. 

The fnmflv of Ed. Clark, who disappeared 
so mysteriously from the foot of Bbelby street 
at iho beginning of the flood, were brought 
from a boat-house yesterday where they had 
taken refuge. The friends of the missing 
husband raised a fund sufficient to send the 
grief-stricken w ifo and her five children to 
relatives in Toledo, O. They were rejoiced 
at their escape. 

THE COFFER DAM. 

The water wn* climbing up the sides of the 
Bremaker-Mnure pnper-auii flam at mid¬ 
night, and the situation looked decidedly 
desperate, but the work of buiuilng it higher 
and adding to ifA strength and durability 
was liemg pushed forward vigorously. The 
sewage was rather serious, but the pumps 
were keeping the water from accumulating 
In the sub-cedar, aud the management were 
ueteruimed to stay with the coffer ilara and 
ovciil thaniM'lV'M of all the advantages its 
extension might afford. Their iudustrv and 
enterprise ore certainly worthy ot success, 
and all who watched the progress of the 
work wished them a victory over the 
water. 


BELOW FIRST STREET. 

A TOUR THROUGH THE SCENE OF DESTRUC¬ 
TION ALONG THE CITY FRONT. 

The destruction along the city front was 
greater ymterduy than at any time since tho 
flood began. The wind was blowing briskly, 
and the wave® and current seemed much 
stronger than usual. The continual pressure 
which ha® been bearing on the foundations 
bos served to loosen nearly all of them, and 
the building will be strong indeed which can 
resist it much longer. From tlie Short-lino 
depot down this fact is becoming painfully 
evident, and on Fourth, Fifth nud Bullitt 
streets, where tho poor reside and 
the houses are not overaubstantial, 
is it especially the ca*o. At least a dozen 
bouses in the above named quarter have been 
partially overturned, and only a little more 
will be required to float them away. Lines 
are being put to use, but the distance is so 
great before any substantial structure can be 
reached upon which to fasten them that it is 
hard work to do any good by this means. 

THE SHORT-LINE DEPOT| 
now looms up out of a br<»ad stretch of water 
which completely envelope*It, and the waves 
reach a® high os the wiudows. All signs ot 
the railroad track nud street at that point 
have been obliterated, and boat® were mov¬ 
ing freely around there yesterday. Nearly 
every one has been moved from 
the house* between Third and Hixth streets 
by this time, and five families were brought 
to shore yesterday. Mrs. McDonough and 
her five children, who bnv* been cooped up 
tor a week in a rmall room in tho second- 
story ot n houso on Fifth street, in a half- 
starving condition, were moved ou* by John 
Tullev. as were also Mrs. Crow and family, 
and Mrs. Kennedy and her four children. A 
number of the sufferers bad no place to go to 
or no friends in the city to whom they could 
apply, and they were mo veil into the rooms 
over DeWitt's, ou Jeffcrsou street, above 
Fourth. Officer Jim Jacobs also moved two 
families out of a house iu O'Neil's alley and 
cue from Carter’s alley. 

MAIN-STREET BUSINESS HOUSES. 

In case the water get* much higher it will 
roach the cellars of some of tho largo busi¬ 
ness houses fronting on Main street, and 
great damage will be done. J. M. Kohumm 
& Co. have their largo cellar®, at Sixth and 
Main, packed with valuable dry goods, 
which are iu large packages and can not lx* 
moved easily. Although tbo water is a safe 
distance away, two feet mort riso will flood 
the cellars, and all the adjoining buildings 
will bo flooded. At Twolfth street tbo water 
has nearly reached ns high as Main street, 
and several little shed® have been swept 
away, and great damage done. 

in siOFPL\apoirr 

there U but little new to bo seeu, although 
the water has now gotten nearly up to the 
bottom of the canal bridge, and is run¬ 
ning over the euhankment in front of 
Capt. Adam®' houve, which has heretofore 
been the only dry spot ou tliut side of the 
canal. Veiterdny afternoon threo more 
houses were floated away from Shipp mg port. 
Two of them belonged to Mr. f>chreinor, 
aud were situated nearly in the center of the 
town. About 1 o’-dock tue fir-l one was 
overturned and drifted uuay, and au hour 
later the other followed. The current, 
which isvery great, caught them and whirled 
them down with great violence, striking 
them against bouse® which remained stand¬ 
ing. It i® thought that if some mean® can not 
Le taker to secure them thov will bo dnfied 
out of reach. The other little cottage belonged 
to Janus Carr, aud lodged against a pile 
of Umbers, a short distance from where it 
originally stood. It is thought that, if a 
strung wind should come up, nearly a 
third of the bouses in thi® portion of the 
flooded district would be blown down or 
washed away. The calls for food yesterday 
were quite numerous, and a largo quantity 
was distributed. Considerable difficulty hns 
been experienced there in preventing un 
worthy persons from imposing on the chari¬ 
ty of those who have charge of the supplies. 

Capt. Adams is preparing to move his fur¬ 
niture to the second story of his house in 
case the w'orst comes, as the indications now 
are that hi® lower floor will be flooded by to¬ 
night. 

AT PORTLAND, 

but little change has taken place. Early yes¬ 
terday morning the water wa® even with the 
curbing on Thirty-third and Rudd avenue, 
and by noon Rflanz’s grocery store im flood¬ 
ed. All the buildings ou that side of toe 
street have been flu-ode*!, and nearly all of 
the occufianta have moved out. Ludd ave¬ 
nue L- now nearly covered, aud the back¬ 
water is making steady progress toward High 
avenue. A few aduiih n&i lauiili- wore 
omred out yesterday by the members of the 
Fire Ihq•ailment, uml quartered in the mar¬ 
ket-house. The back-water from Paddy'* 
run. below tho city i* causing uotiMdrr.iblo 
destruction, and fences are being swept 
away by the wholesale. Several of 
the sewers leading into the western 
outfall sower have been overflowing for a 
couple of davi. aud are in danger of being 


burst. By this tnoniing the entire lowor 
part of Portland will be flooded, and the 
water from below will probably reach to 
High avenue. 

REARGRASS CREEK 
attracting the attention or SPECTATORS 

AND CAUSING SERIOUS APPREHENSION IN 

THE MINDS OF BROADWAY RESIDENTS. 

The inundation of Broadway by Beargrn*® 
creek caused a largo number of people in 
search of novel scenes to visit that locality 
yesterday. *Ihe Broadway cars turned lit 
Hbelby street, and both sidewalks were filled 
with spectators, while the resident® of the 
locality began to regard the situation with 
much s*rioii-.n**v*. By <liut of bard work 
and shrewd management the water was kept 
out of tbo way in the William Tell Mills, 
at the corner of Campbell nnd Broadwoy, 
until 11 o’clock last night, but at that hour 
il broke over all restraint* and put the firas 
out, compelling the mil) to cease operations. 
At that hour tho water extended aero®* 
Broadway at Logan street, and one foot 
more was considered sufficient to put it on 
tbo floors of tho stores at Shelby street. Dr. 
Cartiedge drove across the bridge late in the 
afternoon, nod the water camo up in the bot¬ 
tom of hi® buggy, liuinlraus of ®maU chil- 
dieu infet>t«d that locality, ond It was re¬ 
markable that only on# drowning occurred. 

JOHN ALLWXY, AGED NINE YEARS, 
is the second victim that tho flood ha® 
claimed. He was on an embankment above 
the Broadway bridge with a group of boy® 
amusing themselves by catcbiug driftwood. 
Johnnie saw a pisnk fl ating down in the 
stream, aud concluded to catch it. It was 
loo far out for him to reach it, but he took 
another step forward on the brink ami 
reached forth to grasp it, but just then the 
bank gave way and lie plunged into the deep 
water. He came to the surfac# tbre# times, 
but there was no un# near old enough to 
afford assistance, and be sank the third timo 
to rise no more. Hw parent® reside in 1'aris- 
town, and knew nothing of tbeir child's 
fate till his companions ran to them with the 
«ad intelligence. They sent au appeal by 
telephone to the life-savers to recover th« 
body, but tbo request reached them too lat# 
for them to reach the scene nefore night.

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 

THE SITUATION CONTINUES AS DEPLORABLE 

AS POSSIBLE, WITH NO PROSPECT OF A 

CHANGE FOR THE BETTER. 

There is but little of interest.to report in 
regard to the railroad condition. Railroad 
men feel considerably disheartened over tho 
state of affair®, and busine&s is almust entire¬ 
ly suspended. A landside was reported on 
the Knoxville divideo of the L. and N., just 
five miles north of Kuoxville, on Tuesday 
afternoon, causing a delny of ten hours to 
the train due bore at 9 o'clock That night. 
A plow attached to a l*»comoUre was started 
through the dirt on the track, but failed to 
cut all the way, and a train wo® telegraphed 
for from Jcllico nnd transfer made. 
Tho track is reported clear now, 
however, and train® are running 
through. The river at ShepherdsvUle 
was reported nsiog very rapidly yesterday 
afternoon, aud a repetiiion of tho trouble 
had at that point last week is feared. The 
bridge there is nn iron one, and the only 
danger would be from a wooden structure, 
some distance above, washing away nnd 
striking ’he piers of the railroad bridge. 
Every precaution will be taken, however, 
and it is thought the wooden bridge can be 
held in place. Tho Short-lino ha® reported 
no further damage to it® line. Transfers are 
made now at Walton, eighteen miles from 
Cincinnati, to the Cincinnati Southern, nod 
passengers cross that road's bridge to the 
Cincinnati end, where boats are taken to tho 
nearest dry laud. The Short-line train ar¬ 
rived hero from Cincinnati one hour aud a 
half behind yesterday afteruoou, and ai>uut 
two hours Into lust ulght. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio is still making a 
transfer fruiu Ashland to Huntington, a dis¬ 
tance of fixteeu miles. The iraiu arrived 
here yusterduy from tbo Ea«t four hum*® late, 
utter making the transfer. Mr. J. W. 
Wneeler, toe Freight Agent of this lino, yes¬ 
terday received tne follow ing dispatch from 
the General Freight Agent of ttm line:

The C., O. and S. \V. is running a local 
accoiniiiodntiou train out the road ns far as 
Orel. The water t» over the track at YVcat 
Point, rendering it unpotwiblo to run through. 
I’osACugers for 1’aducah and the South take 
the L. and N. for Elizabethtown, where con¬ 
nection is made with the C«, O. and 8. NV. 

The Situutiou uf road® crossing the bridge 
is virtually unchanged. Transfer® are made 
by the O. and M nnd J.. M. and I. from 
the bridge to the Government building and 
the north tow^r. The L., N. A. and C. 
make® it® transfer ill the New Albany ferry. 
Yesterday. l>a-t uighl the tram did not 
leave, but this morning ® will go. The water 
had reached the New Albany depot of this 
hue at 6 o’clock list night. 

(Jwmg to the difficulty in making transfer®, 
the 8t. Louis Air-line ha® abandoned it® 
trams between New Albany and Hunting- 
burg. A train will Lave that point for 
Evansville and 8t. Louis daily. 

.4 SARRUW ESCAPE. 

THE BELLE OF sHRKVEPURT, WHILE PASSING 
OVER THE FALLS, STRIKE® A BRIDGE PIER 

The steamer Bello of Shreveport bad a very 
narrow t*«cape yesterday morning while at¬ 
tempting to pass under the bridge. The boat 
was coming up the river in caarge of Capt. 
Fink Varbie, and, when ehe neared the 
bridge, siguaied for the uraw to Le opened. 
The loreman of the bridge ordered the draw 
to be opened, aud the tug Transit steamej 
dowu to help pull the steamer through. By 
this time, bowrever, the Belie bad gotten into 
the swift current, and Capt. G. W*. Thomp¬ 
son and Capt. Varbie claimed that the tug 
was in the way and refused to let it take hold. 
The steamboat then attempted to go through 


thadraw alone, but the current was too much 
for her, and *w ung her around with great vio¬ 
lence against tho draw. Several of the 
iron posts and some of the hutri ruil* of tho 
bridgeware torn down and a bde wui 
knocked in the roof of the bridge, although 
no great amount of damage van done. All 
on board of toe boat were very much fright¬ 
ened, and it ts considered as almost miracu¬ 
lous that tho boat was not destroyed. All 
the telegraph poles and linee wore broken 
down and rominunnation cut off fur a 
time. The steamer managed to eteudy her¬ 
self, and with tile assistance of the tu^ wa* 
landed safely. The wirjs were replaced 
along tho side of the brsd^e. 


A T JEFFERSONVILLE. 

JKFFKRPOXVILLE NEARLY ALL UNDER 

WATER AND THE SITUATION DlsTKJt®®- 

ING. 

At a late hour last night the water had 
reached nearly the height of 1683, and by 
this morning will have exceeded the highest 
point reached last year. At dark it wa® 
laming hard, and the outlook was dismal 
indeed. Many people who had placed their 
goods above the high water-mark of 
1S83 were filled with anxiety, fearing 
that the wnier would damage their furniture, 
they having placed it barely above the last 
high-water murk. Last night many people 
were arranging to move tbeir goods a sec¬ 
ond time, but this is hardly possible under 
the circumstances. The wuter lost night 
had covered .Spring street almost entirely. 
There wa® m.-arly three feet of water in the 
Fall® City Hotel, in the cental 4 of Spring 
atreet, a foot in ihe post-office, nearly thre* 
feet in the Wester Union telegraph office, 
five feet six inebe® in tho SboiTnan 
Hou«e, corner of Wall and Court avenue, 
aud nearly a foot over ibeforsre su. rounding 
M order Park. One iiaiue houne on Spring 
street, near the Nintn-slreet dopol, tumbled 
over, aud 100 House* in the lower part of 
the city are in danger of toppimg over in 
care the water gets much higher than last 
year. Many persons were moving to 
higher ground yesterday availing from 
theur secoud-story quarters, fearing 
they would not be *afe. Person® 
wh*» do not live her* cau readily imagine 
what couhternatiou this conditiou of alfu;rt 
creates. Prison Hill U crowded beyond tho 
limited number it should contain. Rom Hill 
school-house is full almost to suffocation, 
there being nearly 200 persons in 
the different rooms. The Chestnut 
street school has about 20 famiiie*, 
and wdll have many mure lo-dnv. 
The gndery of the Presby Urian ci'mrcb 
is occupied by members of the church who 
have Uitn crowded out of their homes. Tue 
Catholic school-house® are also filled, bur a® 
the water Is three feet deep in both churches 
no flood sufferer occupies them. 

The city physician* visit aJl the relief 
place* iu town aud give medical attention 
where it is ueeded. Thuro is con¬ 
siderable sickness, but no conta¬ 
gious diseases. The Belief Committed 
and Mi*. 8t«aley, the Township Trustee, 
snw that those who wanted aid were sup¬ 
plied, not in abundance, but in quantities to 
afford relief from hunger. The supplies oon- 
eUted mostly of bread nud crackers, tho 
meat rations being short for too present. 
This relief was only afforded to indigent jht- 
sons who have be»*u hard up, even l>efore the 
flood came up. Thecommi&sar}’ department 
wa* located on Spnug at reet. but a® the water 
came up last evening on the coiumiftiary, 
this was ordered to l>e removed to high 
ground on Prison Hill. The demand* for *i«i 
were very numerous, and the Belief Commit¬ 
tee report that all the applicant* were de¬ 
serving person® in actual distress. Of courre, 
the demand lor ®omelhmg to eat will out be 
so great to-day a® it will be lu a few day* 
when tho supply of provision® already 

laid in will give out. Tbo Belief 
Committee has not as yet received many n»- 
Mirancc® of relief from abroad, although Co¬ 
lumbus, Seymour and othor lowus telegraph 
that they will send help to-day. 

The town of Clarksville it entirely sub¬ 
merged. A Courier-Journal reporter 
poised through the town at noon yester¬ 
day, aud the last inhabitant was 
moving out. He had contended that 
the water would not reach the *ocond 
story of his bouse, it w as with difficulty 
that he was able to got hi® good* In skiffs 
ami boat*. Ono or two bouses in Clurk®- 
ville will probubly float away to-day*, a* 
they were almost upturned yesterday. ’ The 
KtUmtiou at Utica is worse than ever before, 
but the people In tho couutrv surrounding 
there are able to care for tbe destitute for 
cue pre-xml. More than fifty families have 
Leva obliged to move. 

It will only require a couple of feet more 
to reach tho PrDun South nnd then 600 con¬ 
vict® wdll be under the necessity of beiug 
cared for by tho Btate. 

The wind lost night at IU was blowing al¬ 
most a gale, and when a Courier-Journal 
reporter rode d<»wn Indiana avenue 
to reach the bridge the situation 
wa* terrible, all tho fences and 
outbuildings were floating away, smashing 
into tbe hou.-cs aud doing great dumngo. 
The Jeff, railway U transferring main-ltno 
passenger® irom'tho bridge to the tower near 
the Government depot.

tion hut evening. The ceremony wa* per¬ 
formed bv Kev.

After the reception the couple Immediately 
J.-ft for Indianapolis, where they will remain 
a short time. 

Up to last night no accidents bad occnrTed* 
Several skiff** were overturned, but nobody 
wa® drowned. 

A man named Ross found a fellow floating 
down Spnug street hint uight in a skiff 
drunk and asleep. He wa* taken up in Mo¬ 
zart Hall and care d for. There Uung 6 feet 
of water iu the jail he could not be carried 
out there by the i*ople.

four churches in our town are flood¬ 
ed, and the remaining one being 
above the high-water mark of 1SR3 is now 
occupied by others more recently driven 
from thvlr homes. The trustee, Mr. G. W. 
Swartz, is doing all in hL power to nattily 
the present wautsof the distressed, n* ore 
rnauy of the farmer* near at baud, but very 
many of our formers are also in a distressed 
condition, a# many of them are in tho low¬ 
lands aud their farms cutirelr submerg'd. 
Ho it appears at Ibis time, if we do noi re¬ 
ceive u^haance frrun other Munva, we will 
sulfur inconceivable waut. Our storekee|M*r» 
have been competed to remove their goods 
to high ground, aud tbsre is u *tlnug to buy, 
a* they are out of breadstutts and meats. 
Therefore, we offer our appeal in the name 
of humanity, that we ba not forgotten this 
time ns w© were lost year iu our “Htnte ap¬ 
propriation,,’’the larger ciiuJ receiving it 
and the Miiail towns being left entirely at the 
mercy of the charity of the people. We ask 
that a committee be »ent to see the distress 
in our little town and then make their re¬ 
port, and w© feel satisfied ibai we will bo rc- 
lueiin/ercd in Lite distribution.

AT WHEELING. 

THE RIVER STILL RISING SLOWLY—THE SUF¬ 
FERING AT VARIOUS NEAR-BY TOWNS AND 

MEASURES FOR RELIEF. 

Wheeu.no, Feb. 13.—At WolUburg, 20 
miles above, tbo peoplo are destitute aud suf¬ 
fering. A dispatch was sent from here to 
Congressman Goff this afternoon asking him 
to have $1,000 sent there by tho War De¬ 
partment at once. The work of relieving tbo 
suffering progresses favorably, but there is 
still great need. The borne fuud for relief has 
reached $25,000 in cic-h, and as much in 
goods, but this and the donations from 
abroad disappear os fast as received. Among 
tho contributions received are: John W. 
Garrett, Baltimore, $800; S. J. Tiidcn, New 
York, $250; Ja*. Keene, New York, $25 j; 
Wheeling and Belmont Bridge Company, 
$1,000; Charleston, \V . Vo., Totyn Couucil, 
$500. Masons desiring to contribute can 
M*ud drafts to the Masonic Relief Committee, 
Wm. Hastings, Chairman. Tho Htato Fair 
Association loses $20,000. It wr»s in its in¬ 
fancy atid already heavily in debt, and this 
blow rums it. There will be no fair in Sep¬ 
tember. 

The lienwood Iron works have appropri¬ 
ated $1,000 for tbo relief of the Miffereri 
among its own employes at Bellaire, O, 
Several bounce have fallen since the flood, 
aud others have been torn down to keep 
them from falling.

AT PORTSMOUTH, 'f ' 

THE RIVER FALLING, AND THE WORK OF RE¬ 
LIEF PROUREMbXNG NOBLY—TUE TOWN AL¬ 
MOST RUINED. 

Portsmouth, O., Feb. 13.—The eutiro 
city is under water, three-fourths of it to 
tho house-tops. All of tho merchants 1 om» 
heavily from inundated stocks One-half of 
our citizens lose all their household goods. 
The river commenced falling slowly lo>t 
night, and has dropped two inches, and our 
people are breathing free agalu. Happily, 
supplies are coming from the surrounding 
country and abroad, and a famine is being 
averted. The relief-boat has to-day gone to 
Hlocum’s Htation, on the branch of the C., 
W. aud B. railroad, to obtain several 
car-loads of supplies and camp 
equipages sent from Columbus. The 
court-house, school bttildings and 
mativ of tho churches that have second 
stories aro sheltering one-half the people. 
The balance are scattered around in attics 
and iu the upper part of the tall factories. 
The horses and cattle have all been rescued 
and are stabled ou huge deck barges that are 
moored iu the streets in the ceuter of the 
city. One buudred and twenty buildings 
have been carried out in the river. Over 
500 more bavo boen swept from their sites 
and piled in indescribable wrecks against 
obstructions. It is estimated that there are 
provisions enough on hand to last forty- 
eight hours. 

A telegraph wire will be stretched to-day, 
which w'ill give us communication with the 
outride world. We have had no mails since 
Friday. Since the great fire of last Sunday 
no casualties have occurred. Mayor Mc¬ 
Farland, City Marshal Lewi* and Mr. Da- 
viiison. Chairman of the Relief Committee, 
have organized the city completely for the 
work of relief, and our people are wing fed 
like a vast army. 


AT STEUBEXVILLF, O. 

THE CITY btrrrERA BUT LITTLE, BUT SUBUR¬ 
BAN TOWNS IN BAD SHAPE. 

Steubenville, Feb. 13.—This vicinity has 
suffered comparatively little from the flood. 
The city stands so high that none of the high 
part U inundated, the looses being $100,000, 
while the losse* in the vicinity nmk* #30,000 
more. Une hundred aud sevuiity families in 
the lower wards have been relieved by the 
city, while Ohio has relieve*] Brilliant, Min¬ 
go, Alekanna and Ninevah, wnichareall un¬ 
der water. At these points the destitution is 
greet. Tho damugo at Hteubeuville is con¬ 
fined principally to the Sixth ward, and 
will not exceed $100,000, but the sufferers 
ere generally poor employes of the iron mills 


AT CINCINNATI. 

TnE RIVER PASSES SEVENTY FEET BV OVER 
SEVEN INCHES, AND IS STILL RISING 
STEADILY. 

Cincinnati, Feb. 13, 9 a. m.— River 69 
feet Inches, and rising an inch an hour. 
Weather cloudy, cool and damp. No wind 
this morning. 

At Galiipolis the river has fallen nine 
inches in twelve hours, and is still falling 
slowly. At Maysvilie it is itsing a quarter 
of an inch an hour. It rose four and a half 
inches last night. Aurora, Ltd., reports but 
little damage by the storm lost night. A 
few small houses and barns vuro washed 
away. 

At 1 p. 3t. the river reached 69 feet lOJf 
inch©*, the rise varying during the forenoon 
from a quarter to half an inch an hour. A 
misty rain is failing, with the wiud from the 
northwest. The Signal Service flag, denot¬ 
ing the coming of cold weather, floats to-day 
for tho third lime since the flood began. 
Hitherto its presence was welcomed; now 
it brings the worst apprehensions. Cold 
weather now couid have no substantial effect 
on the water disaster, that has about done its 
worst, but with cold weaLher the suffering, 
imprisoned people in all towns and cities 
along the Ohio would suffer terribly for the 
lack of fuel. Few realize tho difficulty of 
getting supplies delivered. There are no 
landings fur stoatners, cud the damage 
dono to buildings by tho waves caused by 
passing steamers bas boen so great as to 
cause the occupants of tho flooded houses to 
lire on the stviuners bringing them relief. 
Relief steamers to be of real sorvtco have to 
bo equipped with life-*aving crews and boats. 
It cau readiiy be seen how slow would be the 
work of carrying any considerable quantity 
of fuel to such place*a* Lawreuceburg, Ind., 
and New Richmond, Ohio, that are entirely 
submerged and surrounded with water. No 
relief boat has yet been sent out from hero. 
Gen. Beckwith, of St. Louis, is expected 
here this ©rolling to take chargo of the work 
of relief undor the direction of the Secretary 
of War. He will charter relief boat*, and 
four United Stum* officers have been ordered 
here from Columbus to tako charge of the 
different stoamers. 

Nothing wn* done on ’Change except re¬ 
ceive subscriptions. To-day dispatches were 
received announcing contributions from va¬ 
rious sources. Among them are appropria¬ 
tions of $5U0 from the Town Council of 
Izibanon. O., $500 from a business firm in 
C bicago and simitar sums from New York 
aud i’hiladelpUia, firms having representa¬ 
tives here. Large subscriptions were re¬ 
ceived from citizens. Among those was one 
of $250 from U. K. Springer, whoM» gifts to 
the city have mudo lntn the most honored 
man in tue city. Ills is tho largest individ- 
imUubsci iption yet received. A call has been 
is'iiod by Major Lloyd, Commander of the 
Deportment of Ohio of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, for contributions from various 
pur * throughout the State. 

The heavy current from the Licking river 
at 3 o’clock this morning washed away 
twenty or more houses iu Newport, Ky. 
They are huddled tegetuer and throws into 
all sorts of shai^s. Three streets are com¬ 
pletely blocked by houses removed from their 
founuaiiont. It is reported that two un¬ 
known men fell from a *klff uuder the sus¬ 
pension bridge aud were drowned. 

A GahipoTia. O., dispatch says it is esti¬ 
mated that 30,000 people along the river, 
within twenty-live mile* of that place, will 
bo fed by charity for two week*.

At 9 p. m. the water had reached 70 feet 
inebos, showing a rise of an iuch in the 
last hour. There was a heavy rain from 6 
to 8:30 o’clock, with slight indications of 
colder weather.

This 
under ordinary mi cum*tanc*s would raeau 
stationary or falling water lien by Thurs¬ 
day afternoon, but with the heavy rums of 
to-dev aud the thoroughly saturated condi 
Uon of the «?nr%i:. tho rr.er soems to respond 
instantly to the rain fall. Nobody thought 
to-dsy that tho water would exceed 70 feet. 
Nobody can sav now that it will not reach

The Kama geuiKman says that Gol- 
conria, Elisabethtown aud Umontown are 
imrtially flooded, lmt not to any serious ex¬ 
tent, but CaseyrUle, Blrdffville, Southland 
and Now Liberty are faring badly, par¬ 
ticularly Birdnviiie and r*ew Liberty. 
Tho latter place looks like it is in midriver. 
From down tho river nothing bad is learned. 
Ther*» is not a landing on the Kentucky side 
to t’airo, and on tbo illiuola side, Joppa is 
partly under water, and there are twenty or 
more honors of Metropolis in thu water.

BAD WEATHER. 

DISTURBANCES PLAYING SAD HAVOC WITH

' Chicago, Feb. 13.—Telegraph service was 
more completely crippled throughout the en- 
tiro couutry this morning thou at any pre¬ 
vious time during tho present winter. The 
wires have t*>en borne down by tbo frozen 
t>leet in almost every direction, and the only 
favoring feature hi that the breaks, though 
numerous, nre not so wide iu extent ns bus 
been the case under similar conditions in 
former Instances.

Hits .IT ary Anderson, as Interpreter of 
Gilbert's Sew Play, Scores Her 
Most Brilliant Success. 


THE PLOT AND THE CHARACTERS. 


iSpecialCorrespondcncc of the Courier-Journal.] 

London, Jan. £7.—Loutovillo’a Mary be¬ 
came, indeed, London’# Mnrv last evening at 
the Lyceum iu the remarkable dramatic 
sketch by Gilbert which be call* "Comedy 
and Tragedy." Do you remember a clever 
American "game of letter*” whereby words 
aro spelled out! Bronson Howard and his 
charming wife, neo Alice Wyndbain (sister 
of Charles) have, at their Friday night re¬ 
ceptions here, introduced this game to Lon¬ 
doner*. In a word, "Alary” played the 
game both with Gilbert and the public. The 
word that nil threo spelled together last 
evening was T-r-i-u-m-p-h. Other London 
audiences, when playing the game with sev¬ 
eral other American actors, have merely 
spelled the latter and interjectionol part of 
the word. Ghe, however, obtained a full 
"triumph.” In a quarter century of busy 
observation of dramas aud player-folk, I 
never before saw an audience at a 
theater so vociferously hearty in their 
approval os was the audience at this Gilbert- 
Anderson triumph. When the actress led 
out the author every one saw bv his face that 
evon this cold and selfish man had inwardly 
acknowledged how hi* piny owed its great 
success to her interpretation of it. 

The triumph was enhanced by the charac¬ 
ter of the audience. Only the death of Karl 
Grosvanor kept the I'rmce of Wales ifway. 
Clever and cultured jwople crowded dress* 
circle and pit. It was evon so in the amphi¬ 
theater, as well ns in the 50 stalls and ♦&> 
boxes. Lord Coleridge was present and 
many member* of Parliament. There were 
several Queen’s counsel with their families, 
and Hardman, of the Morning F\>sl, with 
his beautiful and accomplished wife; Clement 
bciott, Kdinund Yates, LaLouche re aud Paul 
Potter (for the New York Herald), all the 
famous critics who aro described in Joe Hat¬ 
ton’s "Journalistic London.” Many man¬ 
ager* were in the throng. Even George 
Augustus Gala lost bis usual equipoise 
and gave hi* "bravas” with undis¬ 
guised earnestness from his stall. 
Burnund, of fVuc/i, trembled hts snowy 
lock* with visible pleasure. Indeed, if ova¬ 
tion can ever bo expressed in face* then ova¬ 
tion was written on every countenance l 
viewed from the evening-dress places dowu 
stairs to the bonneted and my loved "mid- 
dle-closs” upstairs. 

M;ss Anderson uever looked more superb¬ 
ly. She personated nn actress of tho gor¬ 
geous times of Louis XIV’. that is so graph¬ 
ically described by Mis* Pardon’s French 
Court records. She was the roiguiug beauty 
and idolized article of the Cotucdie Fran- 
< aise. Diamonds were at her throat, upon 
her bosom, in her ears aud ou her fingers. A 
high head-dress »t rich auburn hair become 
her greatly. Her petticoat was of rich 
orange satin brocade, embroidered iu flowers 
of many hues Her booned dress was of pale 
green brocaded silk, in floral figures. Beauty 
of face blended with beauty of costume, and 
the personal grace of the wearer with the 
artful skill of the modiste. When she stood 
ut the top of a grand staircase on a first en¬ 
trance, aud before she had made one gesture 
or spoken one word, her presence was so 
charming and so intuitively suggestive of 
the treat to follow that tho audience 
broke out into instinctive applause, which 
instantly redoubled when, with a saucy toss 
of tho bead and a wave of the fan, which im¬ 
plied the epigrnramuticsenteucu that followed 
sue descended to the stage, speaking to some 
invisible group in an inner upper chamber. 
this la tub story 

that, with only tbo aid of brief cues from 
the otuer players, she interpreted without 
cue exit during au hour aud u quarter: She 
i* u popular member of the " Corneille Frau 


caise," a Millie. Claries, who, with her hus¬ 
band, M . tVAnbray , co-operates iu a 
scheme for the punishment of her offen¬ 
sive admirer, the One tVOrleans. For along 
timo iV A ubrait has been anxious to avenge in 
a duel the insult* ottered .to his wife in the 
form of odious attentions by the royal volup 
—fuary. But the Regent has steadily refused 
to meet the indignant, husband, who, for 
love of hi* wife, almudoued his social posi¬ 
tion as officer of the Royal Guard and tic- 
cam® an actor, forfeiting thereby bis right* 
as a gentlemen. Burning with the recollec 
lion of an attempt at abduction made by 
d'Orleans, the actress consents to turn her 
profession to accouut. By pretending that 
bhe is separated from her husband, she will 
lure her persecutor into her own bouse, 
where if’A ubray can confront him and com¬ 
pel him to tight. To a supper party accord¬ 
ingly she invite* tho Regent aud his profli¬ 
gate friends, the Abbe Dubois, de la Forte, 
dr Courcellcx aud others, and it is just lieforo 
this party begin* that the play opens. An in- 
terview between Claries and her sister Pan 
line, who kuows nothing of tho plot, suffices 
to indicate tho pressure which t he actress 
puts upon herself to sustain the role of a care 
1?'S wife, who holds husbands to be "out of 
fashion and no longer worn,” and who in 
ready to receive her princely admirer tho 
moment that, she is free. Clarice get* rid of 
her sister, replying to her remonstrances in 
Mich a way a- to leave no doubt of her reck¬ 
less demoralization, until, iu a hurried con¬ 
versation with her husband before tho guests 
arrive, her true nature is made manifest. 
The Regent arrive-,, and, surprised at his 
own success, renews his advances directly 
be is left alone with his hostess. 
Whilst putting his arm round her shrinking 
wai*t he is surprised by d'Aubrtuj, and is 
once more challenged to fight by the young 
actor, who tears up his contract with the 
Theatre Francois, aud ab&udous hit pro¬ 
fession that he may rob his rival of his only 
pretext for refusal. Thus trapped d'Orleans 
consent* to the duel; and for it* safe progress 
unobserved, Clarice consents to keep the at¬ 
tention of her guest* whilst the adversaries 
measure swords in tho adjoining garden. 
Tho clash of the fencing is beard on bade the 
room, and the smiling but tortured hostess 
lias to explain to her visitors that she has a 
■surprise in store for them, and that the gar¬ 
den door must not bo opened till later on, and 
then only by one of their number, te whom 
she gives the key. In the moan while she is 
to recite them—shall It be comedy or trnge- 
dyl Will they choose a subject? Tho hys¬ 
terical nervousness of tho woman breaking 
through her assumed cairn is highly effective 
Then comes the change from comedy 
to tragedy. Claries hoars from with¬ 
out the groan of a wounded men; it is 
her husband, she exclaims, who is being 
done to death. Will no one throw open the 
door aud stop the fight? On her knees she 
implores her guests to help her, and to be¬ 
lieve that she is not acting any longer; but 
they, pleased with their preception of an 
arlUtic trumph, content themselves with ap¬ 
plauding her historic skill. At lost one of 
them it convinced that it is tho women and 
not the actress who speaks. Tho door i» un¬ 
locked, and to their astonishment, in walks 
tPAubrcuy. To his wife he whispers that he 
i< unhurt, aud that bis adversary i* mortally 
wounded; when, she, turning with a *mile— 
no longer assumed—to her guest* remark*, 
"Gentlemen, I promised you a surprise— 
here it is. 1 thank you for your generous ap¬ 
plause.” Upon this concise final tho curtain 
fell. 

The cast (which included Frank Griffin, 
who was as self-contained aud graceful in 
his small, courtier-like part as was hts sister 
in her almost monologuish great part) that 
evolved this plot in action was a* follow*; 

"comedy and tragedy.”

••masher” in face, figure aud voice without 
any of the average niashei ’a lack of brain*. 
Miss O’Reilly 1ms fine stage presence and an 
emotional contralto voice, whom a few silly 
end not mngnauimou* and not self-poised 
actresses that 1 could name would not have 
had in the cast. AU of the other performers 
were men of ‘kill in their art and a* period 
in detail of "business” a* ought to he ex¬ 
pected from any actor who occupies the stage 
of Irving’s Lyceum. 

THE SET WAS ABSOLUTELY FAULTLESS. 

A grand staircase painted to resemble 


marble bore the weight of the grouping of 
the courtier* as firmly as if it bad really 
been of stone; and skillful painting 
showed here aud there the grooves wear 
ing away of the marble where thousands 
of footsteps may have-pressed. Every ac 
enmorj of furniture, of lights and of orna¬ 
ment was perfectly accordant to the age of 
le Grand Monarque. The balcony window 
that from the garden admitted moonlight 
(positively deceptive in it-s effect) was of fine 
plate glass. Everything that generous and 
appreciative management could award to 
give effect to Mfw Anderson’* great powers 
wo* seemingly supplied. 

As will h« inferred from tho plot just 
given, tho opportunity of unveiling in one 
play the versatility of Miss Anderson was 
skillfully prepared, ami the play itself showed 
bow critically well Mr. Gilbert had (in the 
parlance of tho green-room) "measured hi* 
interpreting ‘star’.” Any cavilor who had 
said, “Obi tue American’s beauty carries 
the day.” saw her display in tho concluding 
scene powers which, if exerted in Drury 
l^ane, would 

HAVE AWAKENED ECHOES OP 81DDONR 
and Miss O’Neil. Any caviler who had 
said, "Oh, Miss Anderson is only clever in 
posing and in melo-dramatic bursts,” saw 
her display the rarest and subtlest of points 
a* a comedienne, aud found these, after only 
a breath or two, succeeded by climaxes of 
pathos and heart agony which repressed a 
London gallurv into magnetic silence. Aud 
when tho curtain fell I recalled Doran’s an¬ 
ecdote of Edmund Kean, who, after hi* 
London debut, returned from his astonishing 
success, and bcing^osked by hi* trembling 
wife. "What did Lord Essex think of youf” 
retorted, "D—u Lord Essex; the pit rose at 
mo.” 

Hitherto Mis* Anderson bad delighted, in¬ 
terested, amused and gratified the average 
theater auditor aud won tue approbation of 
clique-like critics, but lost night she "con¬ 
quered 1 ’ London. So that henceforth the 
box-office of tho only really aristocratic thea¬ 
ter in Loudon, and which is opposite the 
aristocratic Post and is hedged in by the 
never ceasing burn of Strand and Waterloo 
bridges,must remain in a state of managerial 
siege. While my old friend Dr. Griffin, if he 
ever get* into a profane and discourteous 
mood,can paraphrase Keanondsay—"Deuce 
take the Prince of Wales; London's 5,000,- 
000 have risen at Mary.” 

It is difficult to differentiate the excellen¬ 
cies which Mis* Anderson displayed. Bhe 
has two "leugths,” to tho rhetorical adroit¬ 
ness and cleverness of which she gives thor¬ 
oughly correspondent effect. 

La one of these she describes the status of 
tho actress of the age, "an outlaw to the 
court*, excommunicated by the church, 
shunned by one part of society and lusulted 
and degraded by the adulatiou of the other 
part;” and in the other speech she describes 
an actor iu a spirited and grimly humorous 
manner. The volume of scorn at society 
which *bo pours forth in the first speech and 
the versatility of tone and depth of mimetic 
art that she possess©* in the second speech 
are worth a trip across the Atlantic iu this 
tempestuous season to see and hear. When 
I say that the play is, ns it were, a lexicon 
of dramatic art, and contains every |>ossible 
business or expression known to the theater, 
from pantomime up tothu highest flights of 
pastdou, I have perhaps best intiifiated 
the daring undertaking which both author 
and actress contrived, and which has proven 
so unqualifiedly successful to both. Thus 
Louisville's Mary ha* not only conquered ihe 
admiration and respect of rovalty, but also 
that of tbo present reigning favorite in royal 
dramatic authorship—the partner of Sir Ar¬ 
thur Sullivan. 

A fter the performance I was present at a 
scholarly club whore the success or the even¬ 
ing was generously discussed. Among the 
impromptu toast* was one by a gentleman 
who shall be nameless, end Who, in propos¬ 
ing Kentucky’s Favorite in Kentucky’s fa¬ 
vorite stimulant, said: "Her country is a 
republic, and yet it has a royal realm of 
dramatic art of which she is reigning 
Queen. No on© spank* ill of that Queen 
Mary; and into the annals of her 
realm she will descriptively enter as into the 
realm of England Queen Victoria has en¬ 
tered—a woman of unsullied repute and un¬ 
challenged a* to supreme authority within 
her sphere.” “Sosay wo all of u*” was 
instantly sung in hearty chorus by English¬ 
men who, five years ago, treated America as 
if it wore a Nazareth. A. Oakky Hall.

The collision of husband and wife is so fre¬ 
quent ns to have a literature to itself, in 
this caso the man, though ho suffer* alto, suf¬ 
fers much the least, lie can, if h© is severely 
disappointed, get mentally away; he can 
form new friendships; he can harden himself 
until he is more or less apathetic; ho can put 
affection, which makes tho true string of 
such unions, away from him, and so, with 
hw coolness restored, can go aud find life en¬ 
durable. He is free to strive, though the 
striving is useless. The woman—we are 
speaking throughout of the good—can not 
get away, either from the house, or, what is 
more itntiortant, from herself: cuu not strive 
without loss of self-respect; cau not enfran¬ 
chise boraolf from hor own sense of .right, 
her own necessity to herself -of concealing 
her disappointment from her own 
heart, bhe can not be quietly discon¬ 
tented, or coolly disappointed. or 
patiently callous. The condition is “imperii 
tive, and she must suffer daily, hourly per¬ 
haps. through life, from a cause which even 
a menial chnnge. possible to he made if duty 
did not forbid, would either remove or at 
least diminish to much t>maller proportion*. 
A wruraan no situated can not bo either 
serene or genuinely happy, can at best be re¬ 
signed, feeling all the while how harsh desti 
ny is, yet how irresistible, because it exerts 
its force not from outside, but straight on 
hor own heart. “I must bear,” says the 
husband to himself, and he bears; "1 ought 
to euro it,” says the wife, and it is incuta- 
ble.

“BUSINESS" 

Wednesday, Feb. 18.—The state of 
crado in produce was without any important 
modifications from ye.*-tor day. 

Breadstuff* were irregular at many points, 
out strong and tending up at Chicago, and 
ihis infused strength iuto the general mar- 
tot. Provisions scored a further advance. 
Cotton was without important changes. Toe 
live-stock markets wero quiet and barely 
ftoady, New York being materially lower 
>n cattle. 

In New York money was easy. Foreign 
exchange wm strong. Government 4 per 
cents, were lower, and other issues steady. 
The stock market was without new features. 

In London tbo market for securities w as 
weaker. Liverpool produce markets de¬ 
veloped no important changes. 

THE INUNDATION. 

At 9 o’clock last night the river at Cin¬ 
cinnati was 70 feet 21 inches and rising ut 
the rate of an inch an hour. There the 
predictions are for heavy rains to day; but 
at Louisville, while the predicted and 
hoped-for fall in temperature seems to bo 
indefinitely postponed, the baroineLer is 
rising decidedly nud the more hopeful 
predict that the ruing are over, that by 
night Iho rise will cease and a turn come 
in the tide. 

At midnight the worst feature is the in¬ 
creasing velocity of the wind. A high 
wind continuing any length of time will 
be most destructive; the waves get a force 
and power, beating down houses which in 
quiet would loug withstand the flood. 
The elements have combined against man 
and his works, and make him realize how 
impotent ho is in the face of an awful 
calamity. 

Railroad communication across the Ohio 
is broken everywhere,except at Cincinnati, 
where the Cincinnati Southern still runs 
its trains Into the city. From there to Pa¬ 
ducah the river forma an insurmounlablo 
barrier between the North and the South. 
Trains to Cincinnati l»y the Short-lino yes¬ 
terday went to Walton, thence into Cin¬ 
cinnati over tho line of the Cincinnati 
Southern. Land slides were looked for 
lust night this aide of Walton, and it wns 
feared that passengers to Cincinnati would 
have to go tc Lexington and then take the 
cars of tho Cincinnati Southern into that 
city. 

Gov. Knott yesterday issued bis proc¬ 
lamation calling for contributions m be¬ 
half of the sufferers and for #ie organiza¬ 
tion of relief associations throughout the 
inundated districts. This appeal should 
meet with a quick response. Cold weather, 
which wo are proruii ed, will intensify tho 
suffering, and aid should be prompt aud 
liberal. ______ 

WILL CADE FOE HEE OWN. 

The calamity wJaicn has overtaken the 
Ohio valley is ov« rwhclming. The most 
courageous are disheartened. The de¬ 
struction wrought is widespread and more 
serious in actual results than anything we 
have known belforo. Cities, towns and 
villages are cut i»ff from communication 
with the world without, bridges are washed 
away, roads are blockaded, the fires go 
out in the furniices, all the wheels of in¬ 
dustry arc stopjied. 

Still the raiiL'3 continue and the waters 
rise. 

We seem this year to be 6low to grasp 
the actual terrors of the situation; wc are 
making no a dequate efforts to meet the 
emergency which has arisen. 

Let the United States Government do 
what it will, let the State take all necessa¬ 
ry measures to bring relief, but here in 
Louisville wo must not depend on govern¬ 
mental machinery or on outside aid. Last 
year wc caced for our own destitute; wo 
did it well nod promptly, aud we must do 
the same now. 

Contributions must increase in number 
and in amount. They may be sent to the 
Mayor or to Major W T right, Superintend¬ 
ent of the Board of Trade. 

From Pittsburgh to Paducah there will 
be great suffering for weeks, especially 
among scattered communities, ami these 
will need outside aid. The generous peo¬ 
ple of the North and East will find all 
their generosity taxed, backed as they will 
be by the Government, and Louisville 
should not be a burden on others. 

Our local organizations must be assured 
to-duy that all tho money required will be 
furthcoming. 

Everywhere the waters had last night 
passed all previous records, here only a little 
way, with more to follow. Fortunately, 
wc had ample warning, and the actual loss 
and suffi-ring iu this city will not equal 
what wc endured la 1888. T ins is not true 
of any other place. 

At Covington, at Newport, at Jefferson¬ 
ville and New Albany, at all of the smaller 
riv< r towns the situation is grave and re¬ 
quires xeirf on a large scale. 

To-day contribution boxes w ill be dis¬ 
tributed all over town, and those who can 
only give a little will have every opportu 
nity. These fifty boxes ou?ht to he filled 
to day, aud two hundred ought to be dis¬ 
tributed lo-tnoi iow. They should be found 
at every corner and at every place of resort. 
But let us not be contented with small 


contributions. Money lu large quantities 
is uecdetl^nnd heeded now. The Relief 
Committee ut work have a right to expect 
larce subscriptions to-day. They do ex¬ 
pect them, and they will uot be disap- 
poiuted. ^__ 

THE FLOOD AND BUSINESS 
Commerce, like other social interests, 
baM-a its forecasts aud ventures upon the 
law of averages. The theorem of chances 
which is recognized in all commercial, in- 
dust! ial and financial ventures is based 
upon the law of averages, and the whole 
science of statistics is merely a record and 
co-ordination of the fluctuations of aver¬ 
ages. It is a numerical register of human 
experiences in tlda or that direction, with 
medium divisions and extremo limits. At 
the extremes it is the common understand¬ 
ing tlmt nature or Providence has placed 
impassable barriers, and, eveu if the sci¬ 
ence of the thing las not understood, it is 
the conclusion that an immutable veto 
stnnds in the way of such limits being 
overpassed. Men are not iu the habit of 
making allowances for earthquakes or con¬ 
vulsions of tho elemeuts, hut plant and 
build and trade in a confident reliance 
upon an orderly aud consistaut course in 
the laws of nature, and tho laws of nature 
are In the main a mere common law, so to 
speak, formulated upon wlml we have 
found to be customary. 

Such an unprecedented phenomenon rs 
the Ohio deluge consequently bursts upou 
many thousands of people with disaster, 
because they had made their calculations 
upon the experience of the past being the 
law of the present ami future. Since the 
country was first wrested from tho abor¬ 
igines, or at least since records Lave been 
kept, no flood of tbo Ohio ever approached 
that of 1883. But the level of the river 
between Cincinnati and Louisville threat¬ 
ens in 1884 to exceed tbut height by 1 to 4 
feet, surpassing the maximum level of any 
year prior to 1883 by 6 to 8 feet. We 
make use of estimates for 1884 
which are based upon existing con¬ 
ditions, but of course there is no physical 
reason that we arc aware of why tho rains 
may not continue another fortnight. In 
the last ten days there have been about I } 
inches of rain at Louisville and in the val¬ 
ley above, and the river has risen at Lou¬ 
isville about 19} feet. A large proportion 
of this rise has been due to the melting of 
the ice and snow on the wutcr-shed of the 
valley, and this source of supply at least is. 
certainly cut off for the future, but the 
supply of water still in reserve for this oc¬ 
casion iu the clouds may or may not he 
equal to the supply which has already 
fallen. 

But this line of speculation is idle as 
well as demoralizing. The law of averages 
will still hold good within reasonable lati¬ 
tude as long as nature continues to be gov¬ 
erned by her usuul laws. Sometimes ex¬ 
traordinary combinations of concurrent 
conditions may widen the extremes of ex¬ 
perience, but they must return w ithin their 
bounds under the impulsion of forces, of 
which we can see only the effects. There 
arc, for instance, a hundred chauccsto one 
that this week will witness the climax, 
that the rains will cease and that the river, 
after giving us an exhibition of his power 
never before witnessed, will begin to retire 
within his ordinary channels. 

Last year, from Die beginning of tho 
flood to its culmination on February 16, 
the rainfall between Louisville and Cin¬ 
cinnati w as almost identically the same as 
in tho present flood term. The precipita¬ 
tion at Louisville wns 7.67 inches, and at 
Cincinnati a 18 inches. The rainfall above 
Cincinnati, however, wns far greater this 
year, the maximum altitude of the river 
being about six feet greater than last 
year. 

Any estimates of the disasters of the 
flood made at this time must necessarily be 
exaggerated by the sensational nature of 
the surroundings—cities and towns partly 
submerged, dwelling houses toppliug on 
their foundations or floating down the 
river, work-shops and mills inuu- 
dated, thousands of people driven 
from their homes, the river spread out 
almost like a sea upon the face of the 
country. At such a time the element of 
sentiment and the consciousness of im¬ 
pending risk naturally magnify estimates 
of damages actually sustained. 

Lost year the destruction and loss of 
property in the valley were estimated at 
about $15,000,000. It is probable that if 
all the property, real aud personal. In the 
valley on February 1 had been taken down 
on the Assessor's list, and again listed on 
March 1. no such difference would have 
been discovered. Aud yet, in loss aud 
damage to property, in the loss of wages, 
in the loss of time in production, in the 
decrease of trade, in the shrinkage of con¬ 
sumption, in the loss to railroads and iu 
the dislocation of business machinery, it 
would probably be near the mark to mul¬ 
tiply that estimate by five. 

The present visitation will probably in¬ 
volve still heavier losses at aud above Cin- 
ciuuatl, aud smaller losses at and below 
Louisville. The grounds for this dis¬ 
crimination are obvious. First, at aud be¬ 
low Louisville the rise will not probably 
materially exceed that of last year, while 
both in city and country the most ample 
foresight and precautions have been taken; 
and, second, the rise above Cincinnati U 
five orsix feet greater than last year. The 
aggregate losses in the valley will be 
greater; but the excess will probably fall 
upon t/ie citiesnnd towns above Louisville. 

Tbrue-fourths of the iron furnaces, fouu- 
derics and mills of the Ohio valley have 
been inundated. The list of the centers of 
the iron industry in tho inundated margin 
include Ciuciunati, Covington, Newport. 
Poruonooth, Hanging Hock, Ironton, Ash¬ 
land, Huntington, Pomeroy, Bridgeport, 
Wheeling. Steubensville aud Pittsburgh. 
Louisville is at the lower end of the line, 
and here 75 percent, of the mills and foun- 
deries arc slopped. At all the other points 
named practically the whole iron industry 
bus been brought to a pause by inunda¬ 
tion. It is a reasonable calculation that 
besides the expeuse of repairs, cleaning, 
etc., there will be a necessary loss of time 
in those industries of four to six weeks, or 
8 to 10 per cent of a year's work. In re¬ 
spect to this, however, it is to be con¬ 
sidered that when the works resume 
they will bo pushed to recover tho time 
lost, and that, as ninny branches were pre¬ 
viously operating at less thau their ca¬ 
pacity, tho loss may be perhaps substan¬ 
tially recovered. The nail mills, fur in¬ 
stance, were idle, uuder the terms of a 
trade compact, before the flood 

The gloss industry of tho Ohio valley 
has been entirely suspended. 

The principal losses in current trade will 
probably foil unou Cincinnati. That cite 


is entirely beleaguered by the wave*, hav¬ 
ing no open outlet cast or south. Receipts 
of produce and shipments of merchandise 
are almost entirely suspended. Every to¬ 
bacco warehouse In the city Is flooded, and 
the sales are discontinued. 

Louisville is less unfortunate, both in re¬ 
spect to the relative amount of low to 
property and the course of trade. Her 
Southern outlets by rail are open, but con¬ 
nections north have been mostly cut off. 
The river trude is nearly suspended. Lost 
year, during the flood period, the bank 
clearings of Louisville showed a scarcely j 
perceptible impression from the abnormal 
Influences prevailing, and in the present 
visitation the shrinkage is very slight. 

It is especially gratifying to add thnt 
the important agricultural interests below 
us on the Ohio are represented to be in 
much better position to meet the flood 
than they were in 1883—this being due to 
the effect of the experiences of a year ago. 
The corn crop of the Lower Ohio was 
probably fifty per cent, greater this year 
than last year, butwvc learn that the loss 
will not exceed twenty five per cent, of 
that sustained from the flood of 1883. The 
grain iu exposed districts has been sold free¬ 
ly since it first became marketable, and 
that has been held, generally speaking, 
which was in places of security. The 
river men have aided the farmers very ef¬ 
ficiently iu getting their crops out of the 
way of possible harm, aud the deliveries 
have about cleared off all the exposed pro¬ 
duce. The rumor that Louisville dealers 
were interested in large stocks of corn on 
the Lower Ohio iu danger of being dam¬ 
aged or lost, is entirely without foundation. 

THE NEED OF REGISTRATION. 

AVe need a law compelling voters to reg¬ 
ister in order to protect every citizen in 
tin* right to vote. 

The right of suffrage is guaranteed by 
the Constitution, and the Legislature must 
see that nothing is done or permitted to be 
done which imperils this right; in its ex¬ 
ercise each citizen must be protected. 

As affairs now are a popular election U 
a farce. Votes arc bought and 
sold, and men having no right to 
vote block the precincts, keeping 
away the legal voter w hile they do their 
repeating. It is an infamous traffic. one 
which nullifies the w ill of the people, one 
which destroys the foundation of good 
government, one which deprives the cit¬ 
izen of tbc right recognized in the Con¬ 
stitution. 

The problem Is how* to redeem the suf¬ 
frage, how to protect it from infringe¬ 
ment, bow* to make a popular election ex¬ 
press the will of the people. 

One way is to pass a law compelling 
each voter to register thirty days before 
the election. This is clearly within the 
province of the Legislature; it is simply an 
act of self-preservation, an net to guard the 
right of the people, an act to give force 
and meaning to the section of the constitu¬ 
tion which recognizes the right of every 
white man 21 years of age to cast one vote. 

To deprive a wnn of the right to vote 
because he has not paid his taxes is one way 
of fixing a penalty for the non-perform¬ 
ance of a public duty; it is an attempt to 
make a man perform a dUty by depriving 
him of a privilege. 

With registration it is different. It sim¬ 
ply determines the method of ascertaining 
whether or not a man who claims the right, 
is legally entitled to vote. 

To vote he must be able to defend his 
right to prove his title, and that the Legis¬ 
lature says must be done by an appeal to 
the registration books. As we have said, 
the law is parsed not to restrict suffrage, 
but to preserve it from nullification, from 
destruction. 

A measure of this kind is imperatively 
demanded; demanded in the interests of 
law and ordci; demanded in the inter¬ 
est of good government; demanded in 
order to make suffrage worth something; 
to save it from contempt To keep it a vital 
and powerful agent, free from contact 
with corruption, suffrage must be elevat¬ 
ed, must be saved from abuse, must be 
rescued from degradation. Every fake 
ballot, every illegal vote destroys one 
legal vote, and deprives the man who casts 
it of a right as sacred ns the Constitution 
itself,and of which the Constitution says he 
shall not be deprived. The best remedy 
yet proposed is registration, as n means of 
securing to each man not only the poor 
privilege of voting, but the higher privi¬ 
lege of having his vote couut for some¬ 
thing. 

The objection to a registration law in 
this State is rested upon sectioo 8. article 2 
of the constitution, which prescribes thnt 
a person, in order to be entitled to vote, 
must have resided in the State two year*, 
or in the county, town or city one year, 
and in the precinct sixty days prior to the 
election at which he offers to vote. It is 
objected that the Legislature can not re¬ 
quire the voter to register his name prior 
to the election, because that is to add 
another qualification to that prescribed by 
the constitution. 

The answer to this argument is obvious 
and trite. Not every man who has resided 
in the precinct the required time can vote. 
He must go to a place prescribed by law. 
nud if the officers of election require it lie 
must submit to examination under oath 
touching his qualifications. These and 
many other requirements intended to pre¬ 
vent fraud aud to ascertain who are the 
hiwful voters linvo l>een added by act of 
the Legislature. The constitution of the 
.State is not a code of laws, but a frames 
work of general principles which are filled 
out ami reduced to practice by the Legisla¬ 
ture. It prescribes tho qualification of 
voters, nnd leaves to the Legislature the 
task of determining who are the persons 
who possess it, nnd of excluding those 
who do not possess it. 

Judge Cooley, in his work on Constitu¬ 
tional Limitations, page 601, stales this to 
be the law, but apparently cites the Su¬ 
preme Court of Pennsylvania as being op¬ 
posed to it in the case t/f Page vs. Allen, 
58 Pa. State, 338. In this Judge Cooley 
was in error. The court there held that 
the particular act in question was uncon¬ 
stitutional, hut lliut the Legislature of 
Pennsvlvania had the power to pass a 
properly framed statute. At the sessiou 
following this decision the Legislature 
of Pennsylvania parsed another act. 
which was held to be constitutional in 
Patterson vs. Barlow, 60 Pa. State Rep., 
78, and is now iu operation. The eases 
In which such laws have been upheld arc 
collected iu the uotes of Judge Cooley, 
and so far as the writer is aware uo court 
of last resort has ever held otherwise. 

A law made specially applicable to the 
city of Louisville U also objected to ou the 
ground that it U in conflict with that pro¬ 
vision of the Bill of Bi^bu which pre¬ 


scribes that “all elections shall be free 
and equal." Exactly the same language is 
found iu the Pennsylvania constitution, 
ami we c«u not do better thau to quote 
the language of the Pennsylvania court in 
the case lust cited: 

“Thro U a ncoosaity for local legislation re¬ 
quiring provisions adapted to Hie city of VhlU- 
drlpLia not suited to otbrr parts of ibe Stale. If 
uot, why is a ctly charter firatited with all its 
large powers of local government, itn special 
provisions for police ami for conduct! Where 
population greatly abounds vice and virtue have 
tb*4r area test extremes. A simple rural popula¬ 
tion nt«.*ds no night police and no lock-up. 
Rogues aud strumpets do uot nightly Ira* 
vetse the deserted highways of the funner. 
Low tons. reMaurnnta. tutUor*’ boarding¬ 
houses and houses of ill-fame do not abound in 
rural precincts, ready to pour out on election day 
their pestilent hordes of import-d bullies aud 
vagabonds, and to rust tin*to multiplied upon the 
polls as voters. In large citirs such things exist, 
and Its proper population tbitiefor* needs greater 
protection, and local legislation ioui.t come lo 
their relief. The freedom ao«l equality of ths 
ballot-box must be protected from the local 
causes which mar nnd destroy a free election.’* 

AN AGE OF FLOODS. 

Tbc frequency nud extent of floods in 
the Ohio vulley should furnish a subject 
for serious aud practical consideration. 
Within the last few yearn the river baa sev¬ 
eral times swol.cn out of its banks to the 
injur}’ of thofe near its course. Last Febru¬ 
ary the flood w as unprecedented, and it was 
then thought that it would be many a year 
until it would be again equalled or ap¬ 
proached. 

Bui only a twelvemonth sees that famous 
overflow surpassed. The high-water mark 
of 1884 tops nil record, and there is no as¬ 
surance that 1885 may not raise it another 
notch. 

The people of the Ohio volley ought to 
leoru an important lesson r ‘ ; erl« 

eoce of these two yearn. They should rec¬ 
ognize that similar and even larger vol¬ 
umes of water are liable to roll down this 
river annually, and they should make suit¬ 
able provisions accordingly. That their 
#‘td experience of last year was not with¬ 
out its effect, at least in Louisulllc. 

U seen iu tho smaller amount 
of damage done aud suffering cudpred this 
season. But there is much yet. of greater 
import, to be learned. Residents uloug 
the banks of the river should build their 
houses henceforth above high-water mark, 
or construct them with a view to witb- 
htandlmr such floods ns this with the small¬ 
est possible damage. The formers espe 
daily enu greatly diminish their losses in 
this way, even in the single item of fences. 
Railroads could avoid much of their pres¬ 
ent embarrassment with a proper prepara¬ 
tion for such comiugeucie*. and certainly 
whoever builds hereafter &uy kind of a 
Structure between Main street nnd the 
river will be exceedingly short-sighted ir he 
do not make it us near water-proof as pos¬ 
sible. 

It is foolish to say we probably shall not 
have another such flood this century. The 
probabilities, iu truth, are all in the other 
direction. It is, indeed, almost certain 
that greut floods in the Ohio will be 
more numerous in the future than they 
have been in the past. Tho record of the 
last few years is straight in line with such 
a conclusion, and science more thau war¬ 
rant* it. 

It does not require a pundit to tell us 
that the cause of the present flood is water. 
Ever 6iuc* December It has either rained or 
snowed almost every day, nnd u serious 
flood in the Ohio under 6uih conditions 
would have been inevitable, even under the 
most favorable circumstances; but the same 
volume of water falling in the Ohio valley 
a hundred years ago would have resulted 
in a fnr less extensive overflow of the river, 
simply because the great forests which 
flourished along its course acted as 
absorbents themselves nnd creators 
aud preservers of a soil which, sponge-like, 
would have retained much of the water 
that uow swells the Ohio. These forests 
are being rupidly destroyed, and where this 
is done, particularly in the mountainous 
aud hilly regions, the soil washes away 
and the rams that once sunk through the 
ground sweep down into the vxdley and 
thence into tbc river. At tho very sources 
of the Ohio these conditions are peculiarly 
prominent. The series of mountains on 
two sides have been largely btripped of 
their forests. The soil has been w ashed 
from them to the solid rock, nnd in heavy 
rains the water rushes down their slopes a 
respectable deluge at the very beginning. 

Notwithstanding expostulation and rea¬ 
son, this wholesale destruction of forests 
continues, and as it does so the danger 
from increasing floods grows in proportion. 

FEES WORK AND HOSPITALITY. 

There never bus been an enterprise with 
so many interested in its success ns the 
Southern Exposition. It is essentially a 
matter that affects the whole community. 
The twenty-five Directors have no more 
personal interest in the Exposition, except 
the interest of making it a success, than 
any other twenty-five citizcna. They give 
their best counsel and their valuable time 
to the work without any compensation 
whatever. During the active period of 
the lust exhibition most of them gave as 
much time, and some of them gave more 
time, to this public work than they did to 
their private business. Those w ho have 
remained iu the board are now’ giving 
their best effort to the new enterprise, not 
liccause it is of especial interest to them, 
but because they know the work must be 
done, aud their position has made them 
consider more lluiu others the benefits to 
be derived from the exhibition. 

To say that there were no errors in the 
management of the exhibition last year, 
would be to say that it was conducted by 
Divine, instead of bumuu, agency. To 
say tb.it tlie next Exposition will not be 
better managed than the lost, would be to 
say that twenty-five of our best business 
men of mature age, with extensive knowl¬ 
edge of affairs aud prompted by a desire 
for improvement, arc totally blind to the 
advantages of experience. It does not re¬ 
quire very acute perceptive power to dis¬ 
cover grounds for criticism In any human 
management. Such criticism depends 
more or less upon tho character of those 
who indulge it Some have grievances 
that could not be remedied, some had 
slights that were caused by accident or 
inadvertency, some want to excuse them¬ 
selves from sharing any of the burden 
preceding the benefits which they hoj»e to 
slmrc without cost. So this criticism is of 
greater or less dignity, running indeed 
down to littleness and untru lb fulness. 

Indeed, one man was heard to proclaim 
on the strec a thnt tho Directors drank 
$18,000 worth of champagne. His idea of 
a sjiertal entertainment was a special guz¬ 
zle and a special gorge. To him an “en¬ 
tertainment" was a feed. He did not 
know* that with Iho general entertainment I 
of a hundred days were given “special en- I 


tertainments * of fire-worka, horticultural 
shows, dog shows, Knights of Pythias 
prizes, floral displays. Masonic displays, be¬ 
sides, the cheapest of all the special enter- 
taiments, the reciprocation of the cour¬ 
tesies of the press, which the narrow cir¬ 
cumstances of the Exposition placed 
at the ignoble sum of $1 50 a head. 
With the full knowledge of these things, 
knowing how much the press did for the 
Exposition and for Louisville, he would 
be a base citizen nnd nn inhospitable vul¬ 
garian who would say a word against the 
meager attention which it w*ns iu the 
power of the Directors to offer to the 
press. 

Happily, the decency our community 
docs not indulge in grumbling at the coat 
of $3,000 for the banqueting of 2.000 or 
more of our visitors, who have done us a 
service w*hich money could not buy, and 
happily our community, n6 a whole, dots 
uot lack appreciation of the w’ork of those 
who give their time, their labor and their 
experienced judgment to the public with¬ 
out profit and reward. 

Senator Sekhman, in his receut letter 
in favor of protection, says: “The rule of 
protection must extend to all labor alike, 
to the labor of the farmer in producing 
wool and to the labor of the miner in dig¬ 
ging coal, aud if it is denied to the farmer 
aud miner, it can not justly be main¬ 
tained." Then it certainly “can not justly 
be maintained,** for it does not “extend lo 
all lubor alike;” in fact, there arc not one- 
tenth of the laborers in this country who 
are employed in protected industries. Mr, 
Sherman himself can not conteud that the 
farmers are protected. For one farmer 
who produces wool, how many hundreds 
are there whose products nre in no way 
effected by the tariff? “The rule of pro¬ 
tection” docs not “extend even to all la¬ 
bor" of the farmers alike, and this alone, 
according to Senator Gherman's logic, 
proves that “it can not be justly main¬ 
tained. " _ 

The Savannah Sete$, whicR is a repre¬ 
sentative Southern paper, with no pig-iron 
or other protected interest behind it to 
color Us views, speaks thus plainly ou an 
agitated question 

“The tone of the South Carolina pres* indicates 
that Senator Bctlxr's bill to abolish all Internal 
revenue taxes (meaning the tax on whisky) is not 
popular in that State. It itn’t popular In any 
Southern State. The Southern people, it is true, 
would like to be rid of the spies and Informers 
which tho intoruai-rervaue system supports, but 
Lhero is uot <u much ground for complaint against 
internal-revenue officials as there used to be. 
The Southern people know that if internal-reve¬ 
nue twhisky) taxes are abolished it will be a long 
while before there will be any material reduotiou 
in the tariff. What they want is cheap neces¬ 
saries, not cheap whisky. They do no: care 
how dear whisky ia The effect of free whisky 
on the negro population Is one strong reason 
why the Dut.er bill is not popular in the South. 
The planters want their laborers improved, not 
demoralized. So far as the white people of 
the South ate concerned, there can be no ques¬ 
tion that they would prefer cheap necessaries to 
cheap whisky.” 

Fortunately Louisville does not have 
to add darkness to her other calamities. 
The Gas Company is making extraordinary 
exertions to protect the works, though the 
river should go several fcel^ beyond last 
year’s record. Yesterday as the water con¬ 
tinued to rise it was evident that unless the 
receiver was better protected the water 
would get iuto the mains and shut out the 
light* There was danger also in iho 
meter-house when the water was gaining 
steadily. Steps were at once taken to build 
a wall arouud the receiver or reservoir, so 
cemented as lo keep out the water. This 
was no slight undertaking with the rains 
descending and the river rising steadily, 
but before dark the last brick was in place, 
the pumps were in position, and the officers 
feel now secure against any interruption 
of light. This is a great point gained. 

A French journal announces that Stan¬ 
ley Africanus has outwitted and foiled 
his rival, de Brazza, at ever}’ point, aod 
that he is master of the situation. The 
sable King who patronized the de Brazza 
interest has been succeeded by another, 
who despises the noisy little Frenchman 
and all his works, while Stanley is Baid 
to be steadily extending his influence and 
opening up avenues for European travel 
and traffic. This is probably a fortunate 
result to the interests of Africa and Afri¬ 
can commerce, as rival enterprises would 
naturally tend to excite distrust of all 
Europeans among the unsophisticated, but 
suspicious, savages of the Congo and 
Ogowc. Americans will naturally watch 
the career of the Yankee explorer with 
much interest. 


The New York Commercial AdterUecr is 
exulting because there is to be a big $424,-

signs arc that there will also be a big ex¬ 
plosion of the Republican party next fall, 
and it, too, will probably take place near 
Hell Gate, as the party has loug been trav¬ 
eling in th at predion. 

8omk idea of the extent of tho flood 
may be gaiued by a trip to Jeffersonville, 
or what is left of Jeffersonville. There is 
but a small section of the town that is not 
under water, aud that, with the few peo¬ 
ple visible, looks about as forlorn as a 
w recked chicken-coop at sea. 

The “cold flag” is out again, and may 
not prove u false prephet; .but cold 
weather can not alleviate tho situation 
now. It will only add to the sufferings of 
the unfortunate. 

Gen. Sherman bus been placed on the 
retired list; and if Senator Shkkmax w ants 
to follow’ bun. ho should secure the Presi¬ 
dential nomination at C hicago. 

Louisville bears Cincinnati no ill will; 
and just os soon os we see her come float¬ 
ing down the river, we'll do our best to 
take her in out of the weL 

The Cincinnati water-works are about 
drowned out, but it takes something big¬ 
ger than this flood to get the best of Cin¬ 
cinnati's regular beverage. 

Our good brethren, the Baptists, are to 
lie congratulated that the preseut super¬ 
fluity of water does not interfere with their 
revival, now m progress. 

Louisville will take care of her own 
destitute. Sho asks for none of the relief 
funds appropriated by the Government 

It is said that an inch rise in the Ohio is 
equal to the entire volume of water in the 
river at an ordinary stAge. 

Nobody is going to complain of the

AS AiUOLJOCS till ME. 

An Old Man and Itla Invalid \t|f* Murdered 
fur Money at a Village .liar Chicago. 

Chicago, Feb. 13.—L. WiLon, on aged 
resident of the village of Winnetka, near this 
city, and his invalid wife, were found dcud 
iu their cottage shortly liefore noon to-day. 
The discovery was made by a young woman 
who hat been in the habit of calling upon 
Mrs. Wilson almost daily and attending io 
her wants. The body of Mr. Wilaon was 
found on the first floor, his head and body 
showing a number of blade cuts, which bad 
evidently been administered with a sword 
belonging to tho son of the dead man, aud 
which hud beeu banging up in the house. 
Visiting the room up stairs, the invalid wife 
wns found lying on tho bed dead, with sev¬ 
eral stairs in her body, while the position of 
the re mums showed that, weak as sho was, 
she bod made frantic efforts to protect her¬ 
self from the murderous stab* of the assasdu. 
blood beiug spattered on all four walls. Tfco 
motive of tho murder appears to have been 
# oiie of robbery purely. The only clew 1* lb* 
fact that Mr. Wilson stated lost evening tha* 
he hail a gue«t whom he was entertaining, 
but who has siuce disappeared. Mr. Wihton 
was a man of coaMdernbio wealth, nnd 
always kept n large sum about his premises, 
doing bis banking business with n linn in tbit 
city.

GENERAL CAPITAL IJEWS.

Washington, Fob. 13.—After 2 o’clock 
this afternoon Mr. McPherson’* bill, relat¬ 
ing to national bank circulation, vros taken 
up. It was debated by Messrs. Bayard, 
bherman and McPherson. 

Mr. bherman «ud two disturbing influ¬ 
ences affected the national cnrreucy. Onu 
was the rapid accumulation of silver coin in 
the Treasury and the resultant tear tliat, in 
process of time, the currency would be re¬ 
duced to the single standard of the silver 
dollar. The other was the difficulty iu 
maintaining the circulation of national 
banks, caused by the rapid payment of 
United States bonds and the consequent in¬ 
crease of their market value. He raw no 
hope at present of n solution of the silver 
question. Public opinion, as represented in 
Congress, would not allow the suspension of 
silver coinage or the adoption of a new basis 
for our currency. This sentiment crented 
distrust in investments made on a gold basis, 
and must bring us to a silver standard. The 
doubt would then arise whether, in tho ad¬ 
justment of a new ratio between gold and 
silver, the quantity of silver in tho dollar 
would bo increased or the quantity of gold 
reduced. One or the other must be done. 

The general judgment of the country, he 
said, was in lavor of national bnnki, and ho 
did not think their existence would ever bo 
made a party question by any party claim¬ 
ing to represent a majority of the peoplo. 
The bill under review would afford some re¬ 
lief; but the difficulty with the proposition 
was that it made no distinction iu the 
character of the bonds deposited for security. 
He offered au amendment which he thought 
would meet every difficulty, and which pro¬ 
vided for the issue of tho circulation up to 
the value of bonds bearing 8 per cent, inter¬ 
est, and m addition thereto au amount equal 
to one-half of the excess ot the miemi- 
produciug capacity ou tho face ol bonds 
bearing interest over and above 3 per cent. 

An executive session cut tho debate off 
shortly after 4 P. M.

Washington, Feb. 13.—For the first time 
this session an election case was considered 
by tbo House to-day.

THE PROTEUS COURT OF INQUIRY. 

THE FINDINGS OF TUE COURT SUBMITTED TO 
THE SF.NATF,—UARLINGTON Mites AN ER¬ 
ROR, BUT GEN. llAXEN’g MISTAKE'S WERE 
MANY. 

Washington, Feb. 13.—The repart of the 
Proteus Court of Inquiry was transmitted 
to the Senate to-day. The court tinds that 
Garlington made an error in judgment in not 
waiting longer at Pandora Harbor, but the 
error wo* committed in the exercise of a dif¬ 
ficult and unusual discretion t for which be 
should not bo bold accountable. It is also 
due Garlingtou to say that in the general 
conduct of tho eipeditiou prior to the Joss 
of the ship, be displayed great seal, energy 
and great efficiency in successfully conduct¬ 
ing tb© command through the long, perilous 
and laborious retreat in boat* to a place of 
safety. While awarding credit to Gen. 
Hazen for tho boot intentions concerning 
tho rescue of tho Grecly party, the 
court is of tbo opinion that in many 
particulars, and in some of the gravest mo- 
► merit, he failed in adequate comprehension 
of the necessities of tho cose and the meas¬ 
ures and means essential to meet them. Tho 
court specifies numerous grave errors ond 
omi«*ious in hi» action, among them the fol¬ 
lowing: 

First—In informing Garlington that the 
Groely supplies would be exhausted iu the 
fail of 1833, when, in fact, he was pro¬ 
visioned for more than three rears from the 
summer of 1881. Ihe effect of this was to 
urge Garlington to undue haste to roach 
La iy Franklin Bny. 

.Second—Hw persistent rejection of sug-

| the relief ships a depot ol supplies at LittJo- 
| tou Island. 

Third—In failing to perceive tho necessity 
fqr a second ve**e| until late in the season. 

Fourth—Tbo lax, negligent and detective 
method of keeping the records of public bus- 
in***. and conducting correspondence in the 
signal nffico in regard to tho *o-cnllad sup¬ 
plementary instructions or order to Darling¬ 
ton, which tbe Court was in fact no or- 
I der at all, although published to tho country 
as such, and made the basis of a charge that, 
bo had been guilty of disobedience of orders. 
The Court is of tho opinion that neither was 
this memorandum au order, nor dtd it prop¬ 
er y carry any force, even a* a suggestion to 
Garlingtou. 

The Court comment* Reverelv on this mis¬ 
chievous uiaimer of conducting official busi¬ 
ness, and aays that while the grave errors 
and omissions mentioned either directly led 
or largely contributed to tbo fnliUr© of tho 
expedition, vet ns they were due to the lack 
of sound judgment and unattended by a will¬ 
ful neglect no further proceedings before a 
general court-martial aro called for. 


RAILROAD LAND-GRANTS. 

THE ATCHISON, TOPEKA AND BA NT A FE 

GRANT—A BILL TO BE REPORTED DECLAR¬ 
ING CERTAIN UltANTB FORFEITED. 

Washington, Feb. 13.—Tho Secretary of 
the interior sent to tbo House of Representa¬ 
tives to-day an official communication from 
the Commissioner General of the Land Office 
in response to the resolution of tho House re¬ 
questing information in regard to tho certifi¬ 
cation of land to the Btate of Kansas for tbe 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fo Railroad 
Company. The Commissioner, after re¬ 
viewing the whole subject of the grant at 
great length, says: 

"Tho lauds included in said list (list of 
934,340 acres certified to the St&te Oct. 6, 
1883) are within ten miles of the line of tho 
railroad. They were grunted to the State, the 
right of which thereto beumuecomplote when 
tho Governor certified to the completion of 
the road beside tbe same. 

“They were free from conflicting claim*, 
and passed to tho State by the terms of the 
giant itself. No approval oc certification 
Was needed to vest in the State the right, of 
which the approval or certification is the best 
evidence. 

"This office has never considered the fail¬ 
ure of the Leavrnworth, Lawrence and Fort 
Gibson Railroad Company to complete its 
road as authorizing it to 'withhold from tho 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Company 
the lands earned by said company through 
the construction of its ron.d.' ’ 

The House Committee on Public Lands has 
agreed to report u bill declaring forfeited the 
land grants of tbe O ntonagon and Brule- 
nver, Marquette and State line, and Mar¬ 
quette, Houghton and Ontonagon railroads. 
Tbo rights of cash and homestead entries are 
to bo protected, preference being given tho 
Jatter. About 200,000 acres are included in 
tbo forfeiture. The committee failed to got 
a quorum t is afternoon, and postponed con¬ 
sideration of tne question of a future North¬ 
ern Pacific land grant until to morrow. 


THE TRIMBLE CASE . 

A nice question regarding the inter¬ 
pretation OF OUR EXTRADITION TREATY 
WITH MEXICO. 

Washington, Feb. 13.—The President 
sent to the Senate the report from the Secre¬ 
tary of State in regard to the case of Alex¬ 
ander Trimble, yrbose extradition was de¬ 
manded by the Government of Mexico,*but 
who was, after correspondence upon the sub¬ 
ject, discharged by the American authori¬ 
ties. The Secretary in his report holds that, 
according to his construction of the laws, an 
American ciUtz*n cau not legally be held 
under the treaty with Mexico for 
extradition, but be proposes to inform the 
officers in Toxas that if another arrest is 
made, and a case of guilt made out, the 
President will uot. ou the ground of citizen¬ 
ship, interfere with orders to surrender, if 
such be made, but requires that the accused 
be informed that if he or they wj.-h a hearing 
befor# the Supremo Court of the United 
Stati s on a habeas corpus as to the power of 
th* President in the matter of extradition, or 
as to the truo construction of tbe treaty, 
before the surrender bo actually made, such 
a hearing will bo afforded. Should the 
court hold that tbe President has discretion¬ 
ary power in extraditing a citizen who L 
proven guilty of a crime, the evil appre¬ 
hended will not l>« realizes!, and should tho 
court hold that the President has the power 
to extradite only when bound by the treaty 
to do so. Congress can then, if it should lie 
its pleasure, by statute confer the discretion¬ 
ary power.

THE SENATE. 

A RESOLUTION OFFERED IN REFERENCE TO 
CERTAIN GRANTS OF LAND TO THE NORTH¬ 
ERN PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

W.v-miNOTON, Feb. 13.—In th© Renate, Mr. 
VOORHEE8 offered a resolution, wfapjb went 
over until to-morrow, directing ihe -Secretary of 
the Interior to withhold for the present his np 

E roval of patents or certificates for land* selected 
y the Northern Pacific railroad in lieu of other* 
■old to have been lost by wild company, under 
the net of July, 1884. A preamble to the resolu- 
tlon sets form that the rights of settler* might he 
injuriously affected by such approval. 

Mr. PENDLETON introduced a bill granting 
Condemned cannons to be used in the construc¬ 
tion of a statue to tho memory of Gen. Win. H. 
Lytle, of Ohio. 

The Semite took up the special order of the 
day, the McPheraou Bill reported by Mr. Bayard 
from the ComnnlUte on Finance, to provide for 
the Issue of circulating notes to National Bank 
associations, and Mr. BAYARD Adaressed tho 
Senate In favor of tbe bill. He said the bill re¬ 
ported was entirely in ihe line of absolute security 
to the holders or * our currency, it went to 
assist, protect and continue an absolutely oaf© 
currency. it was the business of Cungr *ss 
to mu.uLaiu such punctilious and scru¬ 
pulous regard for the public credit, that the fact 
mat a bond is to be paid according to its face and 
its terms would never be doubted by any man. 
When Congress bad done that, let private specu¬ 
lation take up the game of profit and loss that 
wo* to oerruo from it. Cougress should hive 
nothing to do with it. 

Mr. SHERMAN offered an amendment provid¬ 
ing tlmt if any bonds were deposited they should 
hear a rat© of annual interest higher ttiau tu re <i 
per cent. Additional circulating notes should 
bo equal in amount to one-half the inter¬ 

est accruing ou such bonds before the maturity, 
in execs* of three per cent, per annum. Such 
amount should be ascertained and stated bv the 
Controller of tho Currency on ihe tirst of July of 
each year. Mr. Sherman then proceedod to ad- 
dr©** the Senate, and iu the counie of his remarks, 
exprreecd the following views concerning the id- 
ver question: Ue saw no solution of it at pres¬ 
ent. The state of public opinion, fully ivp.e- 
sented in Congress, would not allow the suspen¬ 
sion of the coinage of the silver dollar, nor the 
adoption by th* United States of a now ratio for 
silver and gold, according to the market value of 
the** two precious im-tals. All we could do xvm 
to drift along until the inevitable exportation of 
gold, it* d I-.appearance from circulation and its 
conversion into an article of inerchandioo should 
reduce its value to a silver standard, when no 
doubt th* practical, good srnvj of our people 
would h id them to coin both metal* 
according to th?ir then value and not according 
to their value tit tv years ago. 11* would uot 
have tilltided lo thesilver question except that 
it wim inevitably connected with banks and 
banking. It was already dialing its shadow up- 
on the future; it was rapidly converting our 
railroad securities into bond* expressly payable 
in gold coin; it was creating disfriut in Invest¬ 
ment* umd» upon a gold b*sis, which sagacious 
men knew would by tne failm© or crop*, or a 
banking house. |or by soiu© uufoie-oori event, 
tiOadcnijr bring uh to .t silver 
standard. The doubt would then arise, a* ii had

THE MA83ACRE OF CHRISTIANS AT TONQUIN. 


London, Feb. 13.—Discussing the frail of 
Siukat, tho Jinxes says: "Th© first stroke of 
the whip baa fallou, ond all England tingles 
with the paiu of tho blow. If no change be 
anuuuuced in the Ministerial policy the 
gathering dissatisfaction of the country will 
h ive Berious, perhaps decisive, effect on the 
discussion in the House of Commons upouSir 
Stafford Northcate’s motion of censure.” 

Lord Wolseley, Adjutant General of tha 
British army, telegraphed last evening to 
Lieut. Gen. Stephenson, commanding tho 
forces in Egypt, to collect a force for tho 
relief of Tokar if possible, and if not for the 
defense of the Hod sea port*. Gen. Graham 
will take supreme command of this force, 
with Col. Buller in command of the infan¬ 
try and Col. Stewart the cavalry. There is 
to be a brigade of five solid battalions in line 
within a few days. If necessary the gar¬ 
rison at Alexandria can be brought to Cairo, 
the former city being left under th© charge 
of the licet. Tho Tenth huK : ars, now in th© 
.Suez canal homeward bound, are ordered to 
Simkim. Gen. Lord Wolneley concluded by 
directing that tho greatest publicity be 
given to the determination to reliuv© Tokar 
by the British troops. 

It is repotted that a majority of the Cabi¬ 
net aro urging more vigorous action in 
Egypt. Gladstone, Earl Granville aud some 
other members of th© Cabinet oppose in¬ 
creasing England’s responsibility. 

Gen. Gordon has sent word to Col. Deeoot- 
lvon directing hiru, if unable to hold Khar¬ 
toum, to explode the forts iu order to facili¬ 
tate th© recapture of the city. 

The Khedive is reported to bo deeply af¬ 
fected by th© um&sAcrc at Sinkat. 

A disf*atch from Cairo cays: Tho Council 
of War is m*w sitting. The departure of tho 
British Commissary General tor Assioat has 
been deferred. The Black-watch, Gordon 
Highlander;, Sixteenth Rifles, Eighteenth 
Hussar* and a battalion of Egyptian troop*, 
with English officers, and an Egyptian camel 
battery, manned by British Artillerymen, 
have been ordered to Stmkiin, nnd are ex¬ 
pected to reach there witbiu a week. Tho 
British garrison at Alexandria will be trans¬ 
ferred to Cairo. Its pine© is being taken by 
th© EnjJTGh marines. 

Dispatches from Baker Pasha report Sun- 
kiiu quiet, and no firing at outposts. Of¬ 
ficial letters have been i*ent to tb© Karurge 
Eurrisou to hold out until trouna arrive. 
Gen. Gordon, with several powerful chiefs, 
left Berber to-day for Khartoum. Ho will 
proceed slowly, ns he desire* to see the peo¬ 
ple along the iivor. 

In Commons. Gladstone «aid dispatches 
from Gen. Gordon stated that 1 1 © repot ted 
massacre of women ami children was im¬ 
probable. Tho eilo.’tsof tho rebel* were con¬ 
fined to inciting their n' ighbbrs lo revolt. 
In no instance hod the rebels in one district 
invaded the soil of their n eight tor*. Even 
the vicinity of Suaklm had not endangered 
th© safety of th© garrisons at Khartoum uud 
Berber. 

A Sun kirn dispatch says: Five soldiers be¬ 
longing to tbe Sinkat guirbon, and several 
women, arrived to-day. They fmly confirm 
th© report* of th© massacre, adding'that the 
rebel* i iff* r«d to *pare th© lives of all soldiers 
on condition that Tewfik Bey was handed 
over to them. 

It ha© U-eu decided not to retain Tokar if 
the Uooph should succeed iu relieving tbe 
town, but to blow up tbe forts, and the suc- 
corers and succored retreat to th© Red Sea.

LOCAL, GENERAL AND PERSONAL. 


There it nothing encouraging to report as 
to the roach*. The situation is as bad as pos¬ 
sible, and the prospect of relief seems a long 
way off Ui the future. There is plenty of 
freight to be moved, but the roads can not 
handle it. Passenger travel is almost en¬ 
tirely suspended. Officials of the lines are 
dLheartened, while the local men havo not 
the courage to enjoy a joke. 

Trams on the Knoxville division of the L. 
and N. have been delayed by landslides be¬ 
tween Jellico and Knoxville during the past 
two days, but are now naming through. No 
trouble has been experienced on the other 
divisions. Trains leave the depot at Tenth 
and Maple oti schedule time. 

The Cincinnati Southern is clear so far ns 
reported. Trains leave from the L. and N. 
depot on schedule time. 

The C., O. aud 8. W. runs a local accom¬ 
modation down the Ime os far as Orel. 
Water on tbo track at West Point is too 
heavy to pull through. Passengers tor 
Paducah and the South take tho L. and N. 
for Elizabethtown, where connection is made 
w ith the C.. O. and 8. W. 

The Short-lino mokes a transfer at Walton. 
18 miles from Cincinnati, to the C incinnati 
Southern, and passengers are taken into 
Cincinnati over that lino. Trains leave the 
Southall-street depot, at tho head of Market 
street, at 7:60 a. m. and 111*. »t. The Isl¬ 
ington division has thus far had no trouble 
on the line. Trains leave the depot, at South- 
all street at 7:10 a. M. and 2:40 P. M. 

Tho C. and O. tram leaves the Southall 
street Sopot at 3 p. m. A transfer is made 
at Ashland by boat to Huntington. 

The O. and M. leaves tho depot at Four¬ 
teenth and Mam streets for St. Louis at 7 a. 
XI. and 7:30 p. M.; for Cincinnati at 7 a. m. 
and 2:26 p. at. A transfer is made at tho 
Prison Station by boot to tho Government 
building. On tho Cincinnati division, trains 
run to Aurora, where transfer is mado by 
boat to the destination. . 

On the J., M. acd I., trains start from the 
Fourteenth-street depot at 7:66 a. m, and 
7:16 P. if. for Indianapolis and the We$t; 
and at 10 for all points East. A transfer 
is mado from the north end of tho bndgo'to 
the north tower by boat. 

The L., N. A. and C*. starts a line of om¬ 
nibuses from the Fourteenth-street depot at 
7:30 a. M. and 4:16 p. transfer being 
made by the Portland ferry. The water 
had reached the New Albany depot of this 
line last night, but traius will bo mu to-day 
as usual. 

The 8t. Louis Air line has abandoned its 
trains between New Albany and Hunting- 
burg. on account of thj difficulty of trans¬ 
fer. Trains, are run from liuntingbtirg to 
Evansville and St. Louis. 

No attempt is made to run on schedule 
time by any of the lines troubled by the 
water. Owmg to cau'ion, transfers, ere , 
all trains are from one to four hours late. 

THE MO SOX. 

MEETING or THK DiRKCTORS IN* NEW YORK 
C1TV TO DAY. 

The regular annual meeting of the Direct¬ 
ors of the Louisville, New Albany and Chi¬ 
cago road will be held m New York city to¬ 
day. This line has attracted more than an 
ordinary amount of attention during the 
pa«t few months, and this meeting is awaited 
with more than usual interest by railroad 
meu, not only m this city, hut elsewhere. 
As to what will he done there can be noth¬ 
ing but surmise or guesswork. Slates have 
been made out by the dozen, only to be 
dropfM'd and broken almost as soon as 
filled. About the 1st of January last 
Col. Bennett H. Young, as Presi¬ 
dent. deemed it to tho bast Interest of 
the rond to request tho resignation of Mr. E. 
B. Stahl man, the Second Vice President. 
Mr. Stuhlumu declined to recognize tho pre¬ 
rogative of President Young in the premises, 
and refused to give up his office. Mr. A. B. 
Southard was then appointed Assistant to 
the President of the road, in charge of traffic, 
which we* virtually th^position occupied by 
Mr. Stahlman. This mate of affairs contin¬ 
ued until tho 15tb of Jauunry, when matters 
reached a focus by a tender of the resigna¬ 
tions of both Col. Young and Mr. Stahlmnu 
at a special meeting m New York, the resig¬ 
nations of both gentlemen being accepted, 
and Mr. James Roosevelt was elected Presi¬ 
dent. . 

Mr. Southard remained with the rond, oci 
cupping the position of General Traffic 
Manager. Aftei a consultation with Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, it was decided to reduce the 
running exjKmse* of the line to the lowest 
possible minimum, and with this object la 
view a number ot resignations of officials 
have been asked and received. The general 
freight department of the road lm> been re 
moved from Chicago to this city on the score 
of economy, ami because it is ctutomarv to 
have all the general offices of a railroad In 
one i«lace wuepo possible—-not "on account 
of spite against Chicago,’’ as claimed bv a 
pajier of Umt. city. The general passenger 
and freight department* have been placed in 
charge of oim man, the General Passenger 
Agent having resigned, as Well os the Assist- 
ant General Freight Agent. 

This is the situation to-day. What the 
Directors will do at their meeting is not 
knowu. Personal considerations or feeling- 
it is hoped, will have nothing to do with 
their action, ns the road is too valuable a 
piece of property to be handicapped by a 
management in which harmony docs not ex¬ 
ist. 

LOCAL ASH GENERAL SEWS. 

W. II. Newman, City Passenger Agent 
of the Cincinnati Southern, is out on a tour 
on business for his road. 

E. F. Kelly, it is said, will accept an 
appointment as Assistant General Freight 
Agent of the Bee-line at Cincinnati. 

The mads centering at Birmingham. 
Ala , have v U*d to huUd a good union depot 
at this rapidly-growing railroad center. 

The gross earnings of the Chicago and 
Grand Trunk for 1883 were $2,1)76,661 
against $2,271,087 for 1882, an Increase ui 
$705,174. 

No TRAIN was started on the L., N. A. aud 
C. la*t night. Tho doiot was reported sur¬ 
rounded by water at « o'clock. Trams will 
ruu as usual to-day. 

The Nuremberg and Furfh railroad, one 
of the oldest (and shortest) in Germany, paid 
a dividend of 21 per cent, in 1883, as it has 
done heretofore for a number of year*. 

Construction on the Iowa, Illinois and 
Indiana railroad is progressing very favora¬ 
bly. The company u now operating no 
miles of road aud is doing a good business. 

The Burlington is laving truck ou the 
following new lines: From Holdredge to Ox¬ 
ford. 22 miles: Lie Witt west, 25 miles: Odell 
to Washington and Concordia. Kan.. 06 
Buies.

trains and the difficulty in transfers, all the 
mails have been thrown behind. Eastern 
mail, coming via Cincinnati, is almost two 
days late, while Western mail L considera¬ 
bly delayed. 

There wag nothing done yesterday con¬ 
cerning tho alleged break in rates to the 
Mardi Gras celobratiou at New Orleans. 
The L. and N. has nor as yet met the rate set 
by the Cincinnati Southern, although it is 
thought it will do so to-day. 

An official of the Chicago and North¬ 
western Railway Company states that in the 
spnug bis company will Iwgin building a 
new branch line from Red field, Dak., di¬ 
rectly west to the river, tho western terminus 
to be at a point known ns Fairbanks, nearly 
thirty miles north of Pierre. 

A CIRCULAR has been Issued by the Gen¬ 
eral Managers of tho Union Pacific, tho Den¬ 
ver aud Rio Grande, the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fs, the Burlington and Missouri 
and the Centra) Pacific giving notice of the 
appoiutment of George H. Daniels ns Com- 
musioner of the Utah Traffic Association. 

An accident, remarkable for the fact that 
no one wok seriously hurt , occurred Monday 
on the Albania Great Southern, near Eutaw. 
A broken rail throw t wo coacl.es, the ladies’ 
car and ibe .deeper from the track, rolling 
them completely over down an embankment, 
all the car* being full of people. Several 
persons were slightly bruised, but uo one 
was kilted. 

It is said the ticket case in the Gould 
office, at St. Louis, is tho larged in the 
United States, aud contains a greater mile¬ 
age of tickets. There are tickets of nil sizes, 
for ail places and at all distances, from the 
little cards to K&d St. Louis to the long cou¬ 
pon arrangements which will carry one 15,- 
000 miles, over continents and ocoaus, to 
Hong Kong. China. 

The gross earnings of tho Chicago and 
Alton for the fourth week in January were 
$174,256, against $172,734 for the corres¬ 
ponding week lost year: increase for current 
year, $1,522. The gross ear mugs for Janu¬ 
ary were $660,793, against $640,360 fur the 
corresponding month last year: incre&so for 
current year, $14,472. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio has instructed 
its local agent that all provisions, clothing, 
etc., consigned to the relief committees at 
the various points inundated ou the Ohio riv¬ 
er will bo truu»pol led free of churge on the 
C. and O. and Kentucky Central roads. 
This is the first line thus far to step forward 
with this offer, but. of course, the other linos 
will do tho same just as soon as necessary. 

The Passenger Agents nt Columbus, Ohio, 
held a meeting Tuesday at that place, to 
take some action concerning a cut in rates. 
An investigation showed that some road* had 
been placing tickets in the hands of scalpers 
nt Western points, which enabled them to 
cut under tariff rales. A committee was ap¬ 
pointed to report on the matter and devise 
menus to prevent a recurrence of the practice. 

A suit of the Memphis and Little Hock 
mad, to have mortgage* and Ixuids held 
agalust it aunulled ou the ground that they 
were issued by the company without corpo¬ 
rate power, has been decided against tho 
company in the United State* Circuit Court 
at New York, the Judge saying that the case 
was phenomenal in tno audacity employed 
to compel a court of equity to assist a corpo¬ 
ration in repudiating its obligations. 

Commissioner Fink last week remarked 
to a railroad official of an Indianapolis road, 
who was iu New York, that ho looked upon 
tho Chicago aud Ohio river pool as being a 
model pool. He raid. iu effect, that there 
bad not been a pool established in this coun¬ 
try where so many complications were to bo 
overcome aud so many interests to nubservo. 
and ho was greatly gratified that the officers 
of the roads in the pool showed a disposition 
to live by their agreouieut. 

James McHenry, the English railway 

rnaguate, proposes to institute n number of 
radical reform* iu the operation of Americau 
railways. In a recent interview bo spoke of 
his suit* in Cleveland to gaiu control of toe 
New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio, of 
winch he is the heaviest bondholder, aud con¬ 
cluded: "If I get into power iu the New 
York, Pennsylvania, and Ohio there will be 
no fooling, and rales will be reduced at least 
one-half.” 

CoMMtesiONKK Fink has just issued a 
circular htaiiug that, the present tariff rates 
oil cotton are not, maintained, and tno rate 
of 50 cents per 100 {tounds on uncompressed 
cotton, Memphis to New- York, is being 
openly quoted at Mempliis. He therefore 
orders a reduction iu the rates on cotton 
froth Southern points to New York aud oth¬ 
er seaboard cities on the following basis: Un¬ 
compressed cotton, with privilege to carrier 
of compressing, St. Louis to New York, 50 
cents; «»n compressed cotton, via Ohio river 
to New York, 30 cents from East St. Louis, 
Cairo aud Evansville. 

Ji due Bacon, of the Ohio nod Missis¬ 
sippi, says his trains are running to Aurora, 
lud., on car-wheels, and tho rest, of tho way 
to Cincinnati on side-wheels. Ho is having 
some large posters printed, advertising the 
Ohio aud Mississippi as the only reliable rail¬ 
way and steamship lmo out of St. Louis. 
Lato yesterday afternoon he was figuring 
over an application to the Passenger Pool 
Commissioner, asking that tho < >hio and Mis¬ 
sissippi be given the benefited the dilTereniirii 
rate allowed land and water route*, and this 
will doubtless be forwarded to day. Two 
LoUisvillc packet* are running tho Ubio and 
Mississippi passengers into Cincinnati. 
—{Globe Democrat. 

An exchange say* that Mr. E. R. E. 
Cowell, of tho Michigan Central railroad, 
has invented a speed-gauge for locomotives, 
t>o that the engluoeer may have in front of 
him at all times the exact speed t er nour of 
ills eugine; and, Whether the night be dark 
or foggy, there need be no giiessiug at the 
speed and uo disobeying orders as to speed 
through ignorance. Mr. Cowell invented also 
nit electrical mileage aud Mpeod indicator, 
which wo* tried ou the Michigan Central, 
and measured tlie distance accurately. He 
believes that a speed-gunge i* a-> much a 
necessity as n steam-gauge, aud that the 
future locomotivu will not bo complete 
without it. 

THE TRUNK-LINK PRESIDENTS. 
Commissioner Fink bo* just issued tho offi¬ 
cial prooetniings of tho meeting of President* 
of Trunk liues, aud of principal connection* 
of the lines, held nt his office Thursday, tho 
7th. The demoralization of rates nr various 
points was considered and discussed, and it 
was agreed that prompt measure* should be 
adorned for the purpo-e of securing liniiiudi- 
nii#ehtoration and maintenance of estab¬ 
lished tariff*. With this object in view, tho 
following resolutions were adopted: 

RestUved. That the umivrs>lgned l*rc*idents of 
the road< hereby agree to euforve at once the 
estubh-ned tariffs, ami that hereafter tho re¬ 
sponsibility for the iimtntenanco of tariffs shall 
rest with thr President* of the roads, and that 
no vartAtu.il* in the tariff* shall be made without 
their consent. 

d, That tho President* shall instruct 
their General Managers to perfect pools from ail 
important point*, both ou l*oat-bound and West¬ 
bound tralllc: that *u*:h pool* diall hr made from 
point or shipment t<> point of destination, or to 
and from the western terminus of the Tru.ik 
line*, and that these pools »hnll he pul In effect 
during the next two months. 

Hnnl\ -rt. That business intercourse with roads 
not maintaining the established freight, tariff-, or 
t»»* agreements of the .fotnt Executive Commit¬ 
tee. shall l*e absolutely discontinued by tho par- 
tie* to this agreement.' 

Renal red, i fiat every question of difference as 
to Hie formation of pools, the pool percentage 
and the division of through rates snail be abso¬ 
lutely controlled by arbitration. 

Resolved, Tnat the mads not represented on 
the Joint Executive Committee shall In* invited 
to become member* and act under its ruin, uml 
submit all qursttun* of disagreement to arbitra¬ 
tion. 

Resolved. That the present method of division 
of competitive pa-sengrr earnings between the 
scahonrd and points West, including passenger 
raniing* from and to all points west </[ Chicago 
nod the Mississippi river, also jmssenger earnings 
Inetween Interior point* in the territory of the 
.faint Executive Committee, shall lie extended 
and perfected without unneeessarv delay. 

AV.mtVi.vW. That the fiayiueui of commissions 
shall he alioILheil oil the establishment of pools 
or differential fares. 

Resolved, That the measures adopted by the 
Joint Executive Commit tec to protect their reve¬ 
nue* from pasxengcr traffic against the action of 
outside fines ar»? approved, and we hereby igr.-e 
to use all legitimate means to that effect and to 
the extent of discontinuing the hili-rchange of 
traffic with such lines. 

/iV»o/i>W. That it is the sense of this meeting 
that a clearing hoii-»e should Im* c* i ahhsited, and 
the subject I* hereby referred to the Trunk line 
Executive Committee, to report a plan in nil de¬ 
tails to the next Presidents' meeting.

DUE TO THE ABSENCE OF TIPS.

An American railway porter treats each 
individual piece of baggage us if be owed it 
personal grudge. Easy as it may seem to 
take the lightest and frailest boxes us the 
basis of a pile, and then bring down upon 
«iuu* Kvaeojuu, Iroa-bound odgws/* * 


toga trunk, it requires a good deal of skill and 
practice so to deal with car-load* of 

luggage. Yot 1 have never ibe a at any sta¬ 
tion along 4,000 mile* of railway a single in¬ 
stance of failure. An English railway por¬ 
ter handle* baggage with comparatively 
kindliness, for it represents to him sixpence 
or a shilling. Tipping not being the prac¬ 
tice in America, the railway porter has noth¬ 
ing to look for or hope for. and accordingly 
takes it out of the baggage. This nmo ab¬ 
sence of tips is doubtless responsible for the 
brusqueneKs. frequently reaching tho stage 
of downright rudeness, which marks tho 
manner of nil with whom travelers have 
to deal at. American railway stations. Ask 
a porter or depot superintendent (if 
you can find one) from which of the 
confusing lines a particular train is to start. 
"Howf” ho growl*, turning upon you u 
frowning, indignant face, n* if he thought 
ho had heard you a*k him to lend you five 
shillings. You repeat the question, and be, 
turning on hi* heel, pitches over hi* shoulder 
a monosyllabic reply, which you may or 
May not catch. In uny ense it will be nil 
you'll get. This is not a reference to an ex¬ 
ceptional experience. It is an unvnrnished 
description of at least 20 approaches polite¬ 
ly made to railway officials between New 
York and San Francisco. At only one town 
did 1 meet with an employe whose manner 
answered in any degree to the courtesy nud 
willingness to oblige of a corresponding 
official at an English railway station. The 
exception— l gratefully and admiringly re¬ 
cord it—was the station-master at Kansas 
t ity. The "tip” system, against which 
English railway directors rigidly enforce 
penalties, lias it* abuses; but sometimes, 
wandering forlornly in search of my train 
at a large railway junction, 1 have thought 
tenderly of th* English railway porter, with 
his right hand dropped at his side and con¬ 
veniently booked le*t perodventure the 
obliged passenger should want to drop a 
shilling in it.

THK RKD-HANDfcD ROWSEYS. 


A Fatuity Who One After Another Hare 
Hied With Their Itnotg On, Aftar 
II riling a Record in /flood." 


THE LATEST DEED RECORDED 


fSrecia/ to the Courier-Journal. 1 
Danville, Ky., Feb. 13.— The Rowseys, 
of Boyle county, who for the last 30 years 
have figured in so many scones of blood, 
coma again to the front, this time in tho 
person of George W. Rowsoy, who has killed 
his cousin aud brothor-in-law, Jasper 
Sboaren. George Rowsey is a son of John 
Rowsoy ani a nephew of Mocafah Jordan 
aud Wesley Rowsey, living, and of Jasper, 
Smith, Archie and Cam Rowsey, some tirno 
gone to their re*t. Before the war Jasper, 
w ho was a wild, desperate young fellow, 
got into trouble near Miliodgeville, in Lin¬ 
coln county, when be shot and killed one 
man and wounded sevorul others. For this 
be was arrested and put into the Stanford 
jail, whence he was taken by a mob and 
hung. Smith soon after became involved in 
similar trouble, und after a regular cam¬ 
paign, in which both sides had their armed 
followers, he fell with his feet to bis foes. 
Three or four years ago Archio w cut down 
on the streets of Huston villa before a shot¬ 
gun in the bauds of Sam Williams. A little 
later Cam was walking through a snow¬ 
storm between Mlllcdgevillo and More¬ 
land Station, in Lincoln county, with 
bowed head, when John Reed and Bill 
Gresham riddled him with buckshot, 
leaving him dead iu his track. Ten or 
twelve years ago M oca fah had trouble with 
John F. Phillips, of Shelby City, and Phil¬ 
lips died that night from a knife wound in 
the bands of his antagonist. A year ago 
last July John Lamme was advancing on his 
•uncle, John Rowsoy, with a shot-gun, in the 
Knobs, near Parksvillc, when hi* uncle Jobu 
shot first, and tho nephew fell dead. No¬ 
body has ever been punished for killing any 
of the Rowseys, and the Rowseys who killed 
other people were justifiod by tho courts 
when their trials came on. 

Georgo W. Rowsey, one of tho principals 
in the Inst tragedy, drove to town in his 
spring wagon this moruiug and surrendered 
to tho Sbonff. Your correspondent, meet, 
ing hiiu soou afterward, received from his 
Ups the following statement: . 

"I am 31 years old, and a native of Lin¬ 
coln county, in this State. I bavo a wife 
and five chiidron living. This is the first 
serious trouble I have ever been in, but 
I do not blame my*elf for any¬ 
thing that has occurred. Ja*pnr 
Hhcaren, the deceased, wo* uiy 
cousin and brothor in-law. My father mid 
his mother ore half brother and sister. Jas¬ 
per Shearuu married my Kister. Thera bti* 
been trouble between Jasper and my father’s 
family since July n year ago, when my 
father killed John Laiume, Jasper’s half- 
brother. Jasper has been threatening mo 
especially ever since, and bus carried a shot¬ 
gun, a Spencer rifle and two navy pi&toU 
w it U which to kill mo. Hu shot at mu with 
a Spencer rlfiu soon aftor father killed 
Laiume. and only a few dnys ago with the 
same weapon. This occurred b» th time* in 
the Knob*, whore wo live. Tho last time lie 
shot st me 1 wu* poking his house. My 
friends kept me Informed of hi* threats and 
demonstrations. On last County f’ouri day. 
now nearlv four weuk* ago, Jasper had 
trouble with hri wife. Du whipped her and 
choked her. I was iu Danville and found 
hor at my bouse iu great distress when 1 re¬ 
turned homo. Jasper became madder than 
ever at mo because I would not drive 
her away. He made new and bloody 
threats agaiust me and laid in waff for me 
ref»eatedly. He got Kim. Hall, a young fei- 
luw who was afraid of him, to help him 
watch for mo. Lust Friday Hull sent mo 
word that he had nothing against me, and 
wanted peace We mot at l’ark*ville on Sat¬ 
urday and made friends, aud the next day 
he left that part of the country. On Mon¬ 
day, the day of the shooting, 1 left my home 
to go to Peter Berger’s to get some corn to 
havo ground. I carried my gun and pistol 
fur protection. I *toppod at John McGinnis’ 
on my way. McGinnis’ family told mu they 
had soon Shearcn “heavily armed in that 
neighborhood since the Tuesday previous, 
ninF that he was looking for mo. Jim Curry, 
who tvaa there, nud 1 then started to go on 
to Burger’*. Before we had gon« far Curry 
railed my attention toSbearen dodgiDgalong 
the fence in front of as. Curry and 1 then 
M-paratod. and I went back to McGinnis’. 1 
staid then* until 3 o’clock. In that time 
1 luado three attempts to get home, 
but Jasper headed ine off each time, 
and I went back. Finallv when I thought 
hu had gone 1 started again and reached ihe 
cross-road* about 400 yards from McGinnis’ 
when I mi w him through tho tree* ahead of 
me; I saw him first. I cocked my gun, 
dropped to mv knee and trade a rest on the 
slump of a htdnli tree. He catno within 40 
yards of me, when i cought?d and ho stopfied 
:<nd leveled his gun. I think I fired first, 
though both shot* occurred so near the same 
time that one could acarcclv distinguish tho 
two reports. Mv guu was loaded with buck 
shot and squirrel shot. He turned and ran 
aud 1 filed two more times at him, once with 
my gun and once with my pistol; neither of 
my shots struck him. 1 leuru tho first 
struck him in the side aud band. Tho shot 
from his gun struck all around mo; it U al¬ 
most a miracle that some of them did not hit 
me. Ho died List night. I am truly sorry 
alkout tho whole affair, but l can not blame 
myself.’*

Frankfort, Fob. 13.— The caucus to 
nominate a candidate Xor Public Printer 
met in the Hall of the House to-night at 7:30 
o’clock. Rain was falling in torrents, but. in 
spite of thi* a large crowd ww present. The 
roll call showed 110 member* preseut, tho 
others represented by proxy. A* soon as the 
roll call was finished Mr. Carroll offered tho 
following resolution, w hich was adopted: 

ffesn/red. That after Ihe second ballot the 
hindmost candidate be dropped, and on each 
succeeding ballot tho hindmost candidate shall 
be dropped until a nomination be mode. 

The Chairman announced that nominations 
were in order. 

Mr. Mann moved that the caucus adjourn. 
Defeated. 

Mr. Burnham nominated Mr. J. D. Kehoe 
for Public Printer. 

Senator Cox nominated Col. S. I. M. 
Major. 

Tho u&me of Dr. John D. Woods %vas pre- 
se^ted by Senator Boles. 

Senator Muuday nominated Geo. V. Trip¬ 
lett. 

Mr. Beckham seconded tho nomination of 
Major, aud Mr. Carroll, in a clear, sensible 
speech of much force, seconded tho nomina¬ 
tion of Dr. Woods. 

Tho roll was called for the first ballot. 
When the name of Mr. Untbank was culled, 
ho refused to vote. Tho first ballot resulted: 
Major, 41; Woods, 35; Triplott, 20; Kehoe, 
23. Total vote, 119; uocessary to a choice, 
60. 

No candidate having roceived the necessary 
number a second ballot was ordered. Second 
ballot: Major, 40; Woods, 35; Triplett, 20; 
Kehoe, 24. 

The third ballot was as follows: Major, 
48; Woods, 43; Kehoe, 26; total, 117. Nec¬ 
essary to a choice, 59. 

Under tha rules, Kehoe was dropped. 

Tho fourth nnd last ballot was ordered. In 
the Senate Major received 16 votes and 
Woods 16 votes. When the name of Speakor 
Offuit was culled ho said that be had come 
here committed to vote for Kehoe. As that 
gentleman was out of the race ho took great 
pleasure iu casting his vote for Dr. W oods. 
[Applause.] 

Ah tho ballot progressed the interest in¬ 
creased. It was generally known that Dr. 
Woods bad the race well in hand, but Col. 
Major’s friends made a gallaut fight. Tho 
ballot resulted as follows:

an act for the benefit or the sheriffs— 

THE FLOOD MATTER RECONSIDERED IN THE 

SENATE. 

[.Special to the Courier-Journal.} 

Frankfort, Feb. 13.— The House this 
morning hail under consideration an act tor 
the benefit of tbo Sheriffs of this Common¬ 
wealth. Tho bill provided that hereafter any 
Sheriff, or other officer, who may l>o re¬ 
quired bj’ law to arrest nnd deliver to the 
proper authorities ot another county in this 
State, any person charged with any offense in 
said county, shall receive the same fees, to be 
paid in the same manuer, as provided iu fel¬ 
ony cases. 

Mr. Cram w anted to amend by making the 
fees of the Sheriffs in such cases payable out 
of the county levy of the county m which 
the prisoner or prisoners are delivered. 

Mr. Peak moved to amend so as to provide 
that if tho party arrested shall be fined or 
required to pay tho costs, tho Sheriff shall 
not be paid by the county or State. 

The bill and amendments wore discussed 
by Talbott, Brents, Crane nnd Katcliffe. 
Mr. Talbott was opposed to the amendments, 
and favored the passage of the original bill. 
He said that under the present 'aw it was in 
many instances a great hardship to tho 
Sheriff to be compelled to arrest a criminal 
on a charge of misdemeanor committed in 
another county and convey him 50 or 100 
miles without compensation. He had pre¬ 
pared this bill to cure a defect in the preseut 
law. 

Mr. Walker opposed the bill, and said it 
would give rise to small job* for robbing the 
State. 

Mr. Peak’s amendment was doclared out 
of order. Mr. Flippin moved to lay th*‘ bill 
on the table. On bis motion Mr. Talbott 
caliod the yeas aud nays. Tbo motion pre¬ 
vailed bv a large majority, and thus the 
House properly killed a bill over which it 
should never have wasted an hour’s time in 
discussion. 

Mr. Mulligan had the rule* suspended and 
tmlkd up a lull toamtnd an acttntitled "An 
act. to amend, digest and reduce into one all 
act* incorporating the city of Islington.” 
This* bill allows further time for the qualified 
voters of that city to pay what is called a 
"capitation tax,’’ and i* expected, if passed, 
to Cut a considerable figure in tho election on 
the 1st of next mouth. 

After the bill had been read, Mr. Peak said 
he hud been requested bv curtain citizen* of 
Lexington to oppo:* this bill. He therefore 
m<>vud to refer the bill to the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Mulligan said be hoped Mr. Peak 
would withdraw that motion. He was frank 
to say that certain citizens of Lexington 
were very much opposed to the bill. All ho 
wanted was perfect fairne** in tbo mntter. 
If the House would |wu»s tho bill he pledged 
his honor that In the Seuate its opponent* 
and friends should havo a full and fair hear¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Peak insisted on his motion, but being 
unable to obtain a second to it be withdraw 
it and objected to the third reading of the 
bill. He said he had no interest m the bill 
whatever, but simply objected because he 
had been requested to do so. 

Mr. Mulligan became slightly ruffled. He 
said Mr. Peak need not apologize for hi* Vol¬ 
untary interference in n local uiuttcr m 
which be had no interest.' So far a* hu (Mul¬ 
ligan) was concerned, be had alwavs tried to 
bo liberal nnd courteous to his fellow-mum 
bers. Iu this matter he bad certainly offered 
to do right. He moved to suspend the rules 
and pass the bill to its third reading. 

It was evident the House would suspond 
the rules, and Mr. Peak therefore withdrew 
bis objection. Tho bill was read a third 
time, and passed without a dissenting vote. 
Mr. Perry demanded the yea* and nays on 
the panhage of the bill, but there was no 
second to the call. A motion wu* made to 
reconsider the vote, aud this motion was laid 
ou the table. 

Tho following bill* were passed: 

An act to rapuul an act entitled **An act to 
prohibit the selling, lending or giving spirit¬ 
uous, villous or mult liquors in Port Royal 
prweinet, Henry county.” 

I i act to amend an act incorporating tbo 
town of Bethlehem, in Henry county. 

An act to incorporate the Lexington Trust, 
Loan and Safe Deposit Company, of which 
M. C. Jotinsou, W. C. P. Breckinridge, K. 
D. Sayer, Thomas Mitchell and others are 
incorporator., nrovoked considerable discus¬ 
sion. Mr. Stull lud tho opposition to it, but 
it was passed, yeas 43; nays 14. 

Mr. Stuart bad leave to bring iu a bill to 
establish a Revenue Commission, to consist of 
three member*. 

A bill for the benefit of the colored school 
of Flemingsburg was passed.

This was rejected nnd the vote wo* then rnken 
on concurring In the resolution.

The special order for 10 o'clock a. u., being a 
bill in relation to the marital right* of husband 
and wife, wnataken up and on motion of Mr 
iraruett wu* postponed and made tin* ajMscial 
order for Tuesday next at 11 o'clock a m.. when 
It w ill be considered in Committee of tbo Wholo.

Judge Ford On Hand llrmly to InifitUnlf the 

Affair— Armed Militia Ou Guard—A kiloodlcii

Hot Springs, Ark., Feb. 13.—Judge Ford 
arrived in this city from Mnv«?rn yesterday, 
and announced that ho would Iwgin exam¬ 
ination of tho charges against parties engag¬ 
ed in the Flynn-Doran tragedy at 9 o’clock 
to-day. At the appointed hour the court¬ 
room was filled with eager spectators, when 
the cases against Doran’s crowd, composed 
of 8. A. Doran, Robert Pruitt, Dan Pruitt, 
Kd Howell, John Ellison, H. Fanning and 
J. Luscius, were called. At the instance of 
their attorneys, Murpby and Rector, the mat¬ 
ter wan postponed until to-morrow morning. 
The court directed the Sheriff to take charge 
of tho prisoner*, when they asked that they 
be allowed to remain in charge of Chief 
Taller, that they have good motion for be¬ 
lieving that the Sheriff was unfriendly to¬ 
ward them. Tho court said the Sheriff was 
the proper party to Dike charge of the pris¬ 
oners, but decided that be confer with tho 
citizens’ committee and obtain a satisfacto¬ 
ry guard. The Sheriff wns ordered to 
bring Frank Flynn, Doc Nagle, Hugh Be- 
haui and Jim Feebnn, of the Flynn forces, 
into court and 2 r. m. to-day, but the mat¬ 
ter was postponed until to-morrow. He was 
directod to search the prisoners carefully and 
see that they have no arms upon them when 
brought into tha court-room. 

Gov. Berry, at the request of the Citizens’ 
Committee, shipped 100 stand of arms, 
which were received this muiirmg. A mili¬ 
tary cotupau}’ of UK) men ha* been organiz¬ 
ed and sworn in for immediate service. 
Both gang* are coDOposed of desperate and 
dangerous men, and it is only*a wonder that 
the affair, bloody aw it was. was not worse. 
It was simply a question of generalship, ns 
it was known to each party that no quarter 
would be shown. Tho Flynns were surprised 
and hod not their fori*c* on hand. Detective 
Dautz and Capt. Thos. C. Dale have been 
arrested at the instance of Frank Flynn. 
Hall wan not dead, as reported, but can not 
live. Billie Flynn and Hargrave are ranting 
easy, with chance* for recovery. It 1* a 
strange fact connected with the unfair that 
there i» hardly one of tho comliatants who 
ha* not figured in some murder trial. Sev¬ 
eral of them have killed such t ion four to 
six mon. 

Another shooting affair occurred on our 
streets to-night nt 10:30 o’clock, between 
Charles VValHou. a gambler, uud Muse Har¬ 
ris, reporter of the Horne Shoe. Tbo Horse 
Shoe, u Flvun organ here, published an ar¬ 
ticle m thi* morning'* issue traducing Wat¬ 
son in bitter term*, and charging him with 
complicity and conspiracy connected with 
Saturday’s tiff air. 'ihe men met in Evans’ 
saloon, where some hot word* parsed, and 
shortly after met on the street, when some 
four or five shot* wore exchanged. No one 
was hurt. 


WITH SI LEST COSTEM FT. 

So il.r* Georgia Government Trent* All De¬ 
mand* of the Government for Intormatiou of 

Her Military Affairs. 

[Nj/rcin/ to the Courier-Journal.] 

Atlanta, Feb. 12.— The statement of 
Secretary Lincoln to the United States Sen¬ 
ate, regarding militia returns from several 
State*, shows that under date of February 
23, 1880, ftie Secretary of State of Georgia 
reported that tho State had no militia organ¬ 
ization and no Adjutant General, and Uhat 
since that date no reply has been received 
to the repeated requests for returns. 

Since Georgia pulsed under Democratic 
control she ho* bloodily refused to give the 
Government any account of voltmtaor 
soldiers. She now ho* an Adjutant General, 
Col. John B. Baird, who served during Col¬ 
quitt’s administration. Thus for eeverai 
year* the Sjate lues had a regularly-organ¬ 
ized militia. Steadily for ten years and over 
there have come communications to the Gov¬ 
ernor’* office asking for tho e returns, in ac¬ 
cordance with la«v, and signed by the Adju¬ 
tant Geuernl of the United States. 
steadily a» that communication reached tho 
Governor’» office it and tu blank* have beeu 
consiguud to the waste-basket. 

Gov. Colquitt refused to allow any report 
to be made, and Gov. Stephen* said the 
l*uited States had nothing to with it, and 
they got no comfort from his administra¬ 
tion. Gov. McDaniel has not ruled on the 
subject, but Adjt. Gen. Stephen* u paying 
no attention to tbo matter, lie rays turn, 
the State militia will answer the call of the 
Adjutant General of the United States when 
troops are wanted for duty, ami not till 
then. The United States now give to the 
State $5,000 of war supplio* every yoar. A 
bill is now ending to make the title to that 
property remain in the United States. 

Not Guilty. 

Pittsburgh, Feb. 13.—I)r. Geo. H. Mar- 
shall, charged with attempting to blackmail 
Mary Anderson, was acquitted in the United 
States District Court ibis morning. The 
court ruled that tho offense did not come 
within the provisions of the law providing 
penalties for using the mails for the purpo&o 
to defraud, and under the instruction* or the 
court a verdict of not guilty was rendered.

New York, Feb. 13.—The Western floods 
and expected shipments of gold, on which 
the bears have beeu counting for a depressed 
niarkot, operated directly contrary to antici¬ 
pations iu tho Stock Exchange to-day, and 
iu all activo stocks there was a marked ad¬ 
vance, dealings closiug with strong indica¬ 
tion* that another upward movement baa 
begun. Oregon Transcontinental still re- 
niaiua the most interest ing stock. It fluctu¬ 
ated in early dealings between 10 aud 21 
but at itfc weakest point was bought so large¬ 
ly that it becamo really strong aud carried 
the whole list along with it. 

The buying was attributed to a pool said 
to have been formed, which give* Gould 
control of the stock. It is believed also that 
other large buyers had been holding off until 
to-day. and tbut now, having loaded them¬ 
selves with stock* at bottom figures, they 
mean to follow Gould’s leadership for a 
sharp advance this week. Quite an active 
trade in trade dollars has lately sprung up 
as a result of Congressional action m that 
line. Speculator* seem to think that Con 
gress wiU advance tne value of trade dollar! 
to par. 

Zimmerman & Forsbay, who are proba¬ 
bly the lurgest denier* in trade dollar*, say 
that out of $145,006 ,000 coined, probably 
only $6,000,000 or $8,000,000 circulate m 
this country. There has been large export 
to China, where the money has beeu stamped 
by that Government, thereby preventing its 
return to this country except as bullion. A 
good deal of it has been exported forsp* cula- 
»ion to Germany and other part* of Europe. 
The street price for large lots lately ha* been 
UO cents, at which price they were bought 
for shipment to r*un*vivunia and other 
Slates to pay off laborers. Demand ha* con¬ 
stantly increased aud bid* at UI cent* to-day 
were not accepted. It i* raid that specu¬ 
lators can not get them much short of 95 
cent*.

WHEAT SURPRISES AND CORN GLADDENS 

IHE HEARTS OF BUYERS—PROVISIONS AD

Chicago, Feb. 13.—Wheat surprised iu 
buyer* and sellers to-day by actiug weak 
and uncertain all day. Corn gladdened itr 
buyer* and frightened it* sellers by ad 
vancing over a cent a bushel. Frovisions 
keep on their upward course, and pork is 
25{.i 10c higher than lust night. Ivird 
7>*((<15c and ribs ISj^o. The country 
is still winning. Professional sneculators 
and tho great bucket shops here are still 
wrong, aud the hitter enormous loser*. 
Wheat opeued at $1 02 }{ for May, and de¬ 
clined to $1 01%. Tho Adams Bros., who 
were the first big buyers in this market after 
wheat got down under 98 cents, and who 
really started this recent boom, sold on t% 
great scale, aud the markdt eased 
off under their offering*. Tbo cables 
reported tbo markets abroad steady, but 
quiet. Tho big rails of tha Adams Bros, 
surprised everybody. 

This morning everything in this city was 
covered with ice. The trees, telegraph wires 
aud houses were covered with ice. Inas¬ 
much as a freeze, after these reAnit rains, hoe 
beeu set down a* the very thing which 
might durnage the winter wheat crop, tho 
feeling before tho opening was that price* 
during the day would be higher. The sal 
ling by tho Adams crowd upset evorybody. 
The unloading of *uch a great block of wheal 
in the face of influences so fnvorahle to hold¬ 
ers puzzled and mado the crowd suspicious. 
It made the crowd unwilling to buy. As a 
consequence a decline ensued* rather than tbo 
advance which was expected. 

At about the time the Adams Bros, stopped 
selling wheat the "Big Four,” Jones, Sing¬ 
er, C'ndahy aud Reame, began to bull corn. 
This reacted on wheat, and from $1 01% 
the May option went up a oent, and closed 
at $1 02 1 .,. Wheat does not act ove» 
stroug. If it had not been for the 
bootu iu corn to day it would likely 
have dropped to $1 01. The trading in it 
was heavy, however. 

A trader of good judgment rays to-night; 
”Tbe deal will need condderable bolstering 
if iiuy material advance i* made. It doa 
not look strong, and uothing is visible in the 
general siLuaiuou ou which to base a boum.’ 9 

Cora, however, was as strong ns 
wheat was uuccrtaiu. The May op¬ 
tion closed »f. BO'-v.c, lj^c advance fof 
the day, and May opened at 69>f and ad¬ 
vanced .steadily. The ’*Big Four” were vac¬ 
illating Iwtewn the provLiou aud corn pits, 
aud each tune they weut into tbo corn ring 
they bought. Ihe shorts were soon on the 
ruu, and hastened to cover. This short In¬ 
terest Is believed by the trade to be very 
large, both here and on the part of outsiders. 
Corn has been so dull of late as to invito 
selling. It was indulged in. 

The provision crowd, the strongest cliqne 
hen.*, is enormously “lung” of this grain. 
Indication* are now that the May option will 
be put to 63c, perhaps higher, before there it 
a stop. Tho receipts are falling off. Thera 
were only 310 cars to-day, and less than a 
third graded No. 2. The sample market was 
better. The shipments are steadily increasing. 
Besides, the news comes that the Ohio flood 
has damaged a vast deal of cribbed corn. 
It has become risky at any rata to sell corn 
short in this market. OaU advanced to 38o 
for May und were strong. Provisions art 
sLill booming. May pork closed at $18 62^, 
the top point of the day, after opeuing al 
$18 15. The packers are slili iu fuff control 
and apparently stiff holding their product. 
There win ouly 18,000 hogs, and tboy wera 
15c higher. Tweniy-doffar pork is uow the 
talk of th» May option.

THE YOUKG FOLK’3 SAINT. 


Before the golden days of Augustus, it was 
the custom of the young men and the maid¬ 
ens of Rome, to congregate at the Palatine 
hill on tho 14th of February, to do 
honor to tho Lycean Pan. His grotto in the 
hill was called tuo Lvjtttrcalia. because he 
kept off the wolves. It was uatural that the 
she-wolf, identiffed with tbo birth of Roman 
history, should have place in all her tradi¬ 
tions, but it was probably only lomo brave 
youth of the forest, who by a brave deed, 
had been deified among tbo maiden*. There 
is no certainty, however, that this day, so 
long kept os a festival of the young, began 
with the Latins, for there are traces of it 
pointing well on toward tho palm 
trees of Eden, and it may havo begun in tho 
coiebration of tho golden wedding of Adam 
and Eve.

We koep Christmas on tUo 
day when our Saxon ancestors burned t A© 
ynie log, aud tho Latin Christians found a 
a presbyter wit b a young heart and tho 
power to make tho young love bun, aud gave 
the name of fctt. Valentino to tho old Lu[>cr- 
cttlia of tho middle of Pebruarv. In the 
palmy days of Rome, tbo cu»tora was to 
place in a box the names of young women 
equal in uumber to tho young men who were 
to draw for them. Each youth then drew 
the name of a girl, and she became bis 
sweetheart for thnt year. Tho fidelity that 
followed this lottery, under tho sanction 
of tho god of tho woodland, often resulted 
in marnugo, as it did in tho later day when 
tho blessing of the Saint w as thought to rest 
upon true Valentines, in tho early day 
there were forfeits paid in caso of dissatis¬ 
faction, so tbot tho unlovely maid became 
attractive by her dow«*r. It was the season 
of the umtiug of tho birds in Southern Eu¬ 
rope and in Asia, ui>d the festival being 
lound as congenial to human nature as it 
was to bird iinturo, had the blowing and 
emotion of both Pagan and ChrMlian priests. 
St. Valentine, a i resbyter of Romo (somo 
say a bishop), who was beheaded thorn about 
A. 1). 870, was n i»erson of so excellent 
parts and so famous for his love und charity, 
that even such men as Wbutcby havo sup¬ 
plied that tho custom to which the church 
gave hm name really originated m his 
honor, lu point of fact, his cunoni- 
zntiou was considerably later than 
his martyrdom, mid tbo festival 
is as old as love. Both the nobility and the 
commonality of England adopted the cus¬ 
tom with right good w ill, making it by tbo 
naturalization more general than it had 
been under the fervid skies of Italy. In tbo 
old book called "Madder's Rambles" the 
following sketch is given: "Tho streets 
swarm. Bung, hong, go the knockers, and 
cacu door hUp has its package, nil anony¬ 
mous, with *fc»t. Valentino's Irovo’ or 
'Good-morrow Valentine. 1 Within are 
(. reams and shouts of deligbt, ru&hings to 
the door, flushed lac* ■>, sparkling eyes aud 
tuvift-njovmg loot. There nro mysteries to 
uuxuvet. hoaxes to find out, great hampers— 
•this side up with care’—of gnmu and pastry 
and sugar-plums. There ar* great baskets, 
from w hn n t as tho lid is ru.i»« I, live liitio 
hoys, dressed only with a blue ribbon about 
tho waist, or with gold or silver wings as 
little cupids or angels, jump out with dainty 
missives on silk, with golden letters, aud 
with easily jewels for fnir ladies. 
There ore magic parcels, tied to in¬ 
visible threads from othvr windows, that 
vanish or* the expectant one stoops to 
pick them up. There are monster pineals 
that let thu expectation down by degrees, ns 
wrap after wrap or box alter box is opened, 
mid at la**t a live mou»«>. a livo or stuffed 
bud, a riugor a single verso of compliment." 
"To quiz or ridiculn anonymously is not in 
good taste," says old Madder, but a favorite 
motto wu>: "Happy is ho who expected 
naught, for he alone is secure from dump- 
pomiuient ." A modern wit has used tho 
thought without tho credit. Pepy’s diary, 
oiten quoted from, lolls us that iu tho gay 
time or Charles the Second, and during the 
rear Lion from t’uribauiiiiii, it was as common 
to ballot for Valentines for tho year &*» it 
wo* in tbo days of Augustus CflMr. The 
chief dilfereuo* was, that there was a 
"faire and goodlio" box for the names of the 
w omen, while another box held tho names 
of the men, from which women could 
also draw Marriod and single were alike 
la bio to bo chosen for Valentines, and tho 
one who failed to attend his lady gave a 
present, as did ho who desired her favor, 
in fact it was a device that compelled a gift 
in any case. Each ludy an 1 each swain 
drew in tho lottery, und as th**y seldom 
drew alike, each had two Valentines, but tho 
man alone wn| held strictly to| onslancy. 
Love often followed tho tun. So uid jeatoasy 
and swords. Tho diarv «ays: "Treats and 
balls were given, and billet doux were worn 
ou the sleeve or bosom during llie season, 
which was half a month." The olden terms 
of ondt-nriitenl wore- "Fond Wretch" and 
"Dear Wretch,” as used to women. This 
game of love co*t money then os now. A 
Miss Stuart, afterward’ Duchess of Rich¬ 
mond, had a jewel worth £800, from tho 
Duke of York, her Valentine, and in 
another year a ring worth £300 from 
the Earl of Mamlevillo. After tho gay and 
expensive court of Charles II.. the ballot 
ceased by degrees, but chance again decided, 
hi the first person mot of the morning of 
the 14tb of February was me year’s Valen¬ 
tine. This l§ the origin of the *w cet verse of 
Gay (not Gray), who makes a dame to say 
to her love— 

Last Valentine—when bird* of kind 

Their paramours wau mutual chirpings find— 

1 rally rose, just at the break of day, 

Before the sun had erased the slats a.voy; 

.i Di-Id 1 went, amid tne morning dew. 

To tntllc my km- .fur so * b ind Ui ii-x* irire* do); 
Thee first I spied—aud i o fli>t swain weave, 
la spite of fortuue shat) our true love be. 

There Is a story of a very beautiful maid¬ 
en who met a rich but repulsive man, and 
excused herself from the l iw of tho -oason 
by tho j lea thnt she had first met his dog. 
Foots in that day (being equally hard up, ns 
n class, with those of tho present lime) made 
a part of their living L»y writing love verses. 
Drayton, a sweet but almost forgotten poet 
of the time of Elizabeth, wrote thus at the 
close of a long poem to hi* own Valentino, 
alter describing in two lines his expected, 
meeting with bur in tho oarly morning:

No monill ever saw 
So ravishing a sight. 

That it the gods might awe 
And powerfully transpierce 

Toe gtooy universe 
Ouiehootiog every light. 

My Ups I’ll softly lay 
Upon her heavenly cheek 

Dyed with the dawning day. 

As polished ivory itleuk; 

And in her ear 1 'll say— 

Oh, thou bright morning cinr, 

’Ti» 1 that come so far 
My Valentine to seek. 

Etch little bird this tide 
both choose her loving peer,

It will be ttoon by tho foregoing that noitli- 
er the expense of the most costly modern 
valentine nor tho fact that tho lover "drops 
into poetry," as Mr. Boffln express it, j* 
anything new. It is only the caricaiui*u 
with its cowardly, became nuonytunu*. i* 
suit that U modern aud frobh. Tho wits of 
the day of guoen Anno had not conceived 
tho idea of buyiug a pnut with a pug m »>«•, 
and of inflicting stabs in the dark at the «x- 
pctiM of "six for ilvocvuts," or even kess. 
The expose of the modern valentine is not 
equal to the old, and Prang’* Um?*t thi* 
son’s valentine is ouly a return to thu x.iMn 
and silketi missive.-* seut to our grandmtnh 
era, ouly iu the olden case the painting wua 
all doue by hand, and ine goideu text w*t. 
hand-wntten. .Some one, white look¬ 
ing in at the two shop-windows 

on Main street th.»t exhibit the 

"Lion In Love," suggestod how terrible it 
would l»e if the lady w ho received one siwmld 
fail to recognize her "king," or even a king- 
iv beast to the giver, and return it with 
donkey ears attached to the huu* head. In¬ 


stead of a silken fringe, as now, the valen¬ 
tines of our grettt-cranamothers were of all 
euk, but hardly solwautiful as the McLaugh¬ 
lin roses. The poets, also, now "turn n 
penny ’ 1 by writing valvulitis; ouly as they 
are issued by the thousand in fne-simile it is 
supposed that tho dollar or five dollars a lino 
compensates both author ami publisher. 
Possibly the greater poets onlvjrive their 
ver-e* from favor, aud on Jeffersoni and 
Third streets there is on© instance in a littte 
com of roses and forget-me-nots, illustrated 
by Miss B. Skidding. Olivor Wendell 

Holme* contributes a verso from an "early 
poem," by "specialrequest," and it is given 
hero as not being remembered in bis pub- 
ished poems, or if Lhoro, overlooked: 

Some Tear* Ago a dark-eyed girl 
V* as fitting in the shade— 

There’* someUUng brings her to my mind 
in that young dreaming maid— 

And in her baud she held a flower. 


A flower whose speaking hue 
dald. in the language of the heart,

Apical 
from LoulsvilU Chancery Court, rip moo . f 
the court by Chief Justice Hsroo, an.rmmg 
r trstr—Where the ngeui o: n corporation was 
largely Indebted to the ..mpimv at the time 
of nl* reappointment and the execution of a 
1 new bond, and neither tho company nor the 


sureties upon this bond had actual knowledge of 
the fact the failure of the company to 
use proper business diligence by which 
tho indebtedness could have been ul* 
covered, and Inform the auroties of the re¬ 
sult* before they became bound, wn* not a fraud, 
there being no purposed suppression of the fact 
or intentional failure to Investigate the agent’s 
accounts to av«dd learning tiieir condition. Nor 
was the mere reappointment of the agent a rep¬ 
resentation of hi* financial honesty upon which 
the suivtirs can rely a* a release from the obliga¬ 
tion of the bond after it* breach. It was more 
the duty of the sureties than of the company to 
make inquiry a* to the agent’* condition before 
they bound themselves for him. Th*-y were en¬ 
titled to good faith at the hand* of the company. 
And no more. 

Second—The sureties can not be held bound for 
any failure of duty by the agent occurring after 
the discovery by the company of his indebted- 
new by reason of the former agency, as the corn- 

I iany failed to communicate to the sureties tho 
;nowledge it had acquired, which it was it* duty 
to do. The fact that tho company requested tho 
ngem ro communicate to the surctie* his own 
dereliction, which he promised to do, shows no 
reasonable effort by the company to inform the 
aurctieii. 

Third—Upon the discovery by the company of 
the fact that tho agent appointed by IL for 
whose acts alone the sureties agreed to become 
bound, had added hi* son a* a partner In the 
transaction of the busiue**, or was holding him 
out to the world as such, it was its duty to pro¬ 
hibit the use of such partnership indicia or to 
notify the sureties of tiieir uw. and having failed 
to do either, the sureties are released. The com¬ 
pany can not be heard to *av that no *uch part- 
tier hlp existed, a* the son w m held out to the 
world as a real partner, which, a* to the sure¬ 
ties. had the same effect as if the partner¬ 
ship had. in fact, existed, nor can the 
company be heard to say (bat it was ignorant of 
the facta, which, from the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding it. ought to have been known and will 
be so treated 

The fO'-U khowing the existence of the partner¬ 
ship and notice to the company of lla exist¬ 
ence are reciied in the opinion. 

Fourth—Notice to the Bresident, Secretary or 
Treasurer of a company acting as its agent, of 
fact* necessarily or uaturaliy connected with 
transactions in which they are employed, is no¬ 
tice to the company employing them 
FBth—Had lhe company l*een prevented from 
receiving the money collated by the agent by 
rpatou of his keeping false accounts it would 
i ave constituted a breach of the bond, but ttie 
«ompmy, having received all the money col¬ 
lected by the agent under circumstances indi¬ 
cating it* diversion from its proper channel, can 
not recover even nominal damages 
Sixth—Whether the agent had the le^al right 
to make appropriations on past accounts not em¬ 
braced by the terms of the bond, without the 
consent of the sureties and with tho knowledge 
of the company. I* not decided, a* the addition 
of a partner is sufficient to release tho sureties.

Collum, of this city. None of them came 
from Indiana The pressed bricks u»ed from 
the top of third story to top of building came 
from Zanesville, O. None of the Ohio bricks 
are crumbling. I regret to say that th© 
»c*aling occur* in parts of th© building only 
where Louisville brick were usod. The 
scaling of pressed bricks is not uncommon 
in high buildings, in consequence of the thin 
joint of mortar used in Iuving th© pressed 
brick and the thick joint of mortar u-ed m 
laying the common bricks back of the 
pressed brick.

Th© Extensive Haul Ihni %% a* Mndr by the 
I tilled Hint©* OfUrrr* on Tuesday Vchc. 

The United States Marshals made an ex¬ 
tensive haul Tuesday night, and captured 
nine counterfeiters. Tbeeo are the most im¬ 
portant nr reals that have been made since 
1878, and the officers have been patiently 
working up tbe case for uenrly a year. The 
names of those captured are George and 
John Kindard, Steven Coopage, Dudley 
Vaught, \V. M. E. Hey, Dolphus Yost, alias 
McClure, Elias Webb, J. W. Saunders and 
Bark A Unlock. 

Tbe Kindard brothers were captured at 
Danville Juncton; Coopage at Danville, 
where he re*i-Jt?d; Vnughl and Webb near 
.Shelby City; Yost and Hey near Richmond, 
and Saunders and Allvtock in this city. The 
detection of tbe gang was a very clever 
piece of work, aud was done in this way; 
Last October Mr*. L-iuru Comer and her 
husband, who lived at Frenchtown, Ind., 
were arrested and convicted of counterfeit¬ 
ing. Mr-. Comer hud been shadowed 
for some time, and was seen to visit 
tbe house of EUas Webb, which 
is situated near Shelby City in this State. It 
was thought that a gang was operating in 
that secuon, and Officer limzm was dis¬ 
patched to work up the case. Hu went to 
8helby City at that lime, passing hiutself off 
as a man named Harris, ami ho* been there 
over since. He worked so that no one sus¬ 
pected him, aud finally got onto the whole 
gang, ami pausing Unused off a< a counter- 
inter he learned their plans and where they 
worked. After obtaining all tho infor¬ 
mation aud the name* of thuM* im¬ 
plicated, he telegraphed to .Marshal 

Auxier at this place. Un la*t Monday the 
warrants were sworn out, and Mursbal 
Auxier, Maj. Bauer, Deputy Marshal J«hu- 
aoti and six special bailiffs left to asM«t Hin- 
zun iu making the arrests. All the counter¬ 
feiters above named were completely sur¬ 
prised, aud the officers were upon them be¬ 
fore they had a chance to escape. All tho 
arrest* wet* mude Tuesday nigut, and tbe 
work was done very quietly. Coopage was 
a very prommvnt citizen of Danville, and 
his arreat caused great surprise. He re 
tasted the officers deq>eratuly, but wan over¬ 
powered and captured. Saunders *nd All- 
stock, tho Louisv tlio members of the gang, 
wero arrested at tho same nine by another 
doiacbruent of ofttcere. They lived on High 
avenue, near Sevoi>eenlh street, and were 
caught at their home The re*t of the pris¬ 
oner* were brought here yesterday morning 
and lodged in jud. As yet the main 
mints of tbe gang have not been captured, 
but they are situated In Boyle and Manou 
counties. Several other parties, including 
Fncc Hundley, a sectiou boss on the L. and 
N. railroad near New Hope, are known to 
be implicated, and will probabiy bo at rested 
in a few days. It is thought Umt the gang 
bns now been nearly exterminated, and coun¬ 
terfeiting m Kentucky is probably at an »nd. 
The officers are of tho opiuiou that a cot aid- 
crablo quantity of the coin was mam fuc- 
turod in this city during the Exposition.
